On  reassembling  at  3 p.  m.,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Hawkins,  of 
Yavapai,  a committee  of  three  was  appointed  by  the  President 
to  wait  on  the  Chief  Justice  and  request  him  to  administer  the 
oath  of  office.

The  committee  reported  Chief  Justice  H.  C.  Gooding  pres- 
ent, and  he  administered  the  oath  of  office  to  the  - following 
members:

Doran,  J.  J.  Hawkins,  J.  L-  Hubell,  F.  R.  Nellis,  M.  J.  Nu- 
gent, T.  G.  Norris,  Okas.

T.  G.  Norris,  of  Coconino,  was  placed  in  nomination  for 
President  of  the  Council  by  E.  J.  Edwards  of  Gila,  and  Geo.

Upon  roll  call  Mr,  Norris  received  8 votes,  and  Mr.  Cheyney 
4 votes. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cheyney  the  election  of  Mr.  Norris  was 
made  unanimous. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Edwards  the  Chair  was  requested  to  ap- 
point a committee  of  two  to  escort  Mr.  Norris  to  the  Chair. 

The  Chair  appointed  on  said  committee  Edwaids  and 
Cheyney. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Doran  a roll  of  counties  was  called,  and 
each  member  presented  his  certificate  of  election. 

Chief  Justice  Gooding  then  administered  the  oath  of  office 
to  the  President. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lovell  of  Pima,  H.  C Boone  was  nomin- 
ated for  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Council,  there  being  no  other  nom- 
nation,  Mr.  Boone  was  elected.

The  committee  appointed  by  the  President  to  inform  the 
House  that  the  Council  was  organized  and  ready  for  business, 
returned  and  reported  that  the  House  had  adjourned  until  9 
o’clock  to-morrow  morning. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Edwards,  seconded  by  Mr.  Shannon,  the 
President  appointed  Edwards,  Dennis  and  Cheyney  a commit- 
tee of  three  on  rules. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Cheyney,  the  President  was  added  to  the 
committee.

except  Rule  38  of  the  rules  of  the  Council,  which  we  recom- 
mend  to  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  Jefferson’s  and 
substituting  therefor  in  said  rule  38  the  word  Cushing’s.

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  House: 

Mr.  President:  I am  instructed  by  the  House  to  inform  the 

Council  that  the  House  has  passed  the  following  resolution; 
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Resolved,  By  the  House,  the  Council  concurring,  that  the 
two  Houses  meet  in  joint  session  and  a joint  committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  inform  the  Governor  that  the  two  Houses  are  in  joint 
session  and  ready  to  receive  any  communication  he  may  be 
pleased  to  make. 

The  Chief  Clerk  was  instructed  to  inform  the  House  that, 
the  Council  was  ready  to  meet  the  House  in  joint  session. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Territory  was  instructed  to  furnish  one 
hundred  copies  of  the  rules. 

The  Council  and  House  went  into  joint  session.  A com- 
mittee of  five  was  appointed  to  inform  the  Governor  that  the 
House  and  Council  were  in  joint  session  and  ready  to  receive 
any  communication  he  might  be  pleased  to  make. 

The  Governor’s  Message  was  read  by  himself. 

THE  GOVERNOR’S  MESSAGE. 

To  the  Gentlemen  oj  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  Seventeenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  Arizona: 

It  devolves  upon  me,  in  the  discharge  of  my  duty,  to  render 
to  you  an  official  accounting  of  the  conduct  of  public  aifairs  by 
the  servants  of  the  people  with  whom  administrative  and  ex- 
ecutive responsibility  has  rested  during  the  biennial  period  just 
ended,  and  to  respectfully  submit  for  your  consideration  and 
action  such  recommendations  upon  apparently  appropriate  sub- 
jects for  legislation  as  existing  Territorial  conditions  have  sug- 
gested to  me.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Seventeenth  will  be  the 
last  Territorial  legislature  of  Arizona,  and  that  ere  many 
months  the  First  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Arizona  will  con- 
vene; and  it  has  therefore  been  suggested  by  seme  that  it  may 
be  wise  to  defer  important  questions  requiring  radical  legisla- 
tive changes  for  the  action  of  the  State  representatives.  I be- 
lieve, however,  that  your  responsibility  is  not  only  not  less- 
ened’ but  increased,  by  the  probability  of  early  Statehood,  and 
the  propriety  of  closing  the  Territorial  life  with  dignified  and 
wise  curative  legislation,  so  purifying  our  laws  that  we  may 
be  able  to  present  a clean  bill  of  statutory  health,  and  enabling 
the  presentation  of  unassailable  credentials,  upon  our  admis- 
sion into  the  sisterhood  of  States.  The  date  of  admission  is 
uncertain,  and  unforseen  obstacles  may  arise  to  postpone  pro- 
motion, It  is  therefore  proper  that  you  proceed  without  re- 
straint as  to  the  probability  of  the  near  convention  of  a State 
Legislature,  except  that  your  efforts  for  the  public  good  will  no 
doubt  be  stimulated  by  the  knowledge  that  relief  from  colon- 
ial servitude  is  not  far  distant. 
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In  discharging  the  duties  before  you,  as  your  motives  are 
unselfish,  your  judgment  deliberate,  and  your  investigations 
impartial,  the  results  attained  will  be  effective  and  beneficial. 
Realizing  fully  the  joint  responsibility  of  the  executive  and 
legislative  branches  of  the  government,  I assure  you  .of  my 
earnest  and  cordial  co-operation  in  all  of  your  efforts  to  ad- 
vance public  interests. 

Without  doubt  the  most  important  subject  for  your  attention 
is  the  financial  condition  of  the  Territory,  and  considerable 
remedial  legislation  is  absolutely  necessary  to  properly  protect 
private  and  public  interests,  and  so  far  as  may  be,  insure  an 
equitable  and  just  distribution  among  taxpayers  of  the  obliga- 
tions of  government.  The  revenue  law  of  Arizona  is  defective 
in  many  respects,  and  should  be  revised  and  amended.  The 
following  tabulated  statement  from  the  report  of  the  Territorial 
Treasurer  exhibits  correctly  the  obligations  of  the  Teiritory 
and  counties,  the  interest  paid,  the  indebtedness  funded  into 
five  per  cent,  bends  under  author ity  of  Congress,  and  the 
amount  annually  saved  to  the  Territory  thereby:

The  Treasurer  concludes  his  report  by  saying: 

“The  cost  of  running  the  Territorial  government  for  one 
year  is  from  $100,000  to  $1 10,000,  for  current  expenses.  There 
has  been  paid  about  $20,000  per  annum  for  interest  on  the 
floating  debt.  Interest  on  Territorial  Wagon  Road  Bonds, 
payable  out  of  the  general  revenue,  $11,160  per  annum;  a 
large  part  of  which  bonds  will  mature  in  April,  1894.  The 
interest  on  the  $30,000  World’s  Fair  Bonds  ($1,500)  is  payable 
out  of  the  General  Fund.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  an  income 
of  $135,000' is  required  in  the  General  Fund  to  run  the  Terri- 
torial government  per  annum.  If  the  floating  debt  can  be 
wiped  out,  then  $120,000  ought  to  suffice  for  the  year  1893, 
and  $110,000  for  1894,  after  the  Wagon  Road  Bonds  are 
funded.  It  will  require  a levy  of  50  cents  on  the  $100  to  pay 
current  expenses  and  interest  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
General  Fund  account.” 

The  Auditor  states  the  disbursements  on  account  of  govern- 
mental expenditures  during  the  last  two  years  as  $78,013.53  in 
excess  of  the  Territorial  income.  The  total  assessed  valuation 
of  the  Territory  has  approximated  closely  to  $28,000,000  for 
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the  last  three  years,  with  very  little  variation  cither  way, 
while  our  population  has  undoubtedly  become  much  larger 
and  the  expense  of  sustaining  Territorial  and  county  institu- 
tions and  conducting  government  consequently  increased. 

The  Treasurer’s  report  shows  a saving  annually  of  $32,872.36 
on  account  of  the  debt  funded  at  five  per  cent.,  and  yet  he 
says  that  a levy  of  50  cents  on  the  $100  for  General  Fund  pur- 
poses is  requisite  in  order  to  conduct  the  Government  on  a 
cash  basis.  The  limit  now  authorized  by  law  is  35  cents  and 
that  amount  was  levied  for  the  current  year  and  is  clearly 
proven  to  be  insufficient,  Of  course  the  Treasurer  bases  his 
estimates  upon  the  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  of  the 
Territory  as  at  present  assessed. 

The  law  now  contemplates  that  Territorial  governmental 
affairs  be  conducted  upon  a cash  basis,  and  I believe  Under  a 
strict  legal  construction  of  the  Funding  Act  of  Congress  au- 
thorizing the  issue  of  5 per  cent.  Territorial  bonds,  after  said 
Act  became  effective,  there  was  technically  no  lawful  authority 
for  issuing  warrants  or  other  certificates  of  indebtednes  for  any 
purpose  when  the  liabilities  of  the  Territory  or  county  in  which 
the  issue  occurred,  exceeded  the  amount  authorized  by  what 
is  known  as  the  Harrison  Act,  and  the  only  saving  ground 
upon  which  we  can  stand  to  legally  justify  the  floating  debt 
which  has  accrued  since  January  1,  1891,  is  the  principle  that 
the  government  cannot  be  stopped,  and  that  the  language  of 
the  Harrison  Act  authorizes  an  increased  indebtedness  to  sup- 
ply a “casual  deficit  in  the  revenue,”  but  for  no  other  pur- 
pose. 

I do  not  believe  that  you  have  authority  to  appropriate  mon- 
eys for  any  purpose  when  such  an  appropriation,  if  made,  will 
conflict  with  the  legal  interpretation  of  the  Harrison  Act. 

While  there  has  never  been  any  disposition  apparent  on  the 
part  of  our  people  to  repudiate  the  obligations  of  government, 
yet  I think  the  position  well  taken  that  nu  authority  of  law 
existed  for  several  of  the  appropriations  of  the  Sixteenth  Legis- 
lature. nor  for  the  issuance  of  warrants  to  defray  the  expenses 
of  the  late  Constitutional  Convention  held  in  the  Territory. 
To  my  mind  the  law  is  clear  and  specific  that  the  expenditures 
of  the  Territorial  and  County  governments  should  not  exceed 
their  cash  revenue  provided  by  taxation,  and  that  sufficient  tax 
levies  should  be  made  to  meet  the  obligations  incurred  without 
the  issuance  of  warrants  or  other  certificates  of  indebtedness. 
When  Arizona  becomes  a State,  if  other  regulations  as  to  the 
revenue  are  deemed  wise,  they  can  be  made,  but  we  now  have 
no  legal  alternative  but  to  “live  within  our  means,”  so  to 
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speak.  If  we  have  not  sufficient  taxable  property,  then  the 
valuation  or  rate  of  taxation  must  be  raised.  It  is  my  judg- 
ment that  with  a proper  revision  of  our  revenue  law  and  a 
closer  and  better  system  of  assessments,  and  suitable  amend- 
ments to  the  law  in  regard  to  the  collection  of  taxes,  a very 
much  improved  condition  of  affairs  can  be  reached. 

It  is  patent  to  every  intelligent  citizen  that  a large  percent- 
age of  the  property  of  the  Territory  escapes  taxation  altogether, 
especially  the  personal  property.  An  evasion  of  the  law  as 
to  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes  seems  legitimate  to 
many  good  citizens  who  would  resent  most  forcibly  any  reflec- 
tion upon  their  honesty  or  general  integrity  of  character. 

While  personal  property  of  all  kinds  escapes  taxation  to  a 
large  degree,  it  is  especially  true  that  but  a very  small  propor- 
tion of  the  money,  jewelry,  household  furniture,  merchandise, 
and  articles  of  like  character  in  the  Territory,  is  taxed.  The 
Assessor  relies  upon  the  party  assessed  for  a statement  of  his 
taxable  property  and  in  many  cases  receives  a dishonest  return. 

This  is  probably  generally  true  everywhere  but  is  particu- 
larly so  in  Arizona,  and  .should  be  corrected  if  possible.  In 
Par.  2640  of  the  revenue  law  of  the  Territory  in  regard  to  the 
assessment  of  taxes,  the  following  language  appears: 

“Between  the  first  Monday  in  March  and  the  first  Monday 
in  June  in  each  year,  the  County  Assessor,  except  as  herein 
otherwise  required  of  the  Territorial  Board  of  Equalization , 
shall  ascertain,  by  diligent  inquiry  and  examination,  all  prop- 
erty in  his  county,  real  or  personal,  subject  to  taxation;  and 
also  the  names  of  all  persons,  corporations,  companies,  or 
firms,  owning,  claiming  or  having  the  possession  or  control 
thereof  and  he  shall  then  determine  the  full  cash  value  of  all 
such  property,  and  shall  list  and  assess  the  same  to  the  person, 
firm,  corporation,  association,  or  company  owning  or  having 
possession,  charge  or  control  thereof,’  etc. 

If  the  Assessor  does  his  duty,  as  defined  by  law,  assessments 
should  be  complete.  The  Assessor’s  defence  is  that  he  is 
neither  properly  paid  nor  allowed  sufficient  time  in  which  to 
assess.  To  this  the  reply  can  be  made  that  neither  his  nom- 
ination nor  his  election  is  compulsory,  and  when  he  accepts 
responsibility  he  should  discharge  it  as  it  is  legally  defined. 
However,  he  cannot  be  expected  to  do  impossible  things,  and 
I submit  that  the  Assessors  in  Arizona  are  neither  sufficiently 
compensated,  nor  allowed  suitable  time  under  the  existing  law 
to  fairly  assess  the  property  of  the  Territoiy.  I believe  it 
would  be  wise,  and  in  the  interest  of  economy,  to  so  liberally 
pay  the  Assessors  and  fix  the  time  in  which  assessments  are 
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required  to  be  made,  that  a fairly  complete  and  equitable  dis- 
tribution of  taxes  can  be  had.  It  is  true  also  that  the  present 
revenue  law  is  very  defective  as  to  the  collection  of  taxes. 
Many  of  our  heaviest  property  owners  have  not  paid  taxes  for 
several  years,  and  it  is  notorious  that  when  refusal  to  pay  is 
followed  by  litigation,  that  the  time  of  settlement  is  very~  in- 
definite. This  condition  is  demoralizing  alike  to  public  and 
private  credit  and  the  general  good  of  the  commonwealth.  I 
believe  the  collection  of  taxes  would  be  very  much  expedited 
by  amending  the  present  law  so  that  a judgment  for  delinquent 
taxes  could  not  only  be  rendered  as  a judgment  in  rem , but  a 
personal  judgment  as  well,  to  be  collected  by  execution  upon 
the  real  or  personal  property  of  the  delinquent  wherever  found, 
making  no  exception  when  identified  in  the  possession  of  third 
parties.  I respectfully  request  your  earnest  attention  to  the 
matter  of  assessing  and  collecting  taxes.  It  is  apparent  that 
the  taxable  property  of  the  Territory  is  steadily  increasing, 
notwithstanding  the  heavy  losses  to  the  cattle  industry  during 
the  past  year;  our  population  is  increasing  rapidly,  which  ac- 
cordingly makes  the  expense  of  maintaining  government  and 
educational  and  penal  institutions  heavier,  and  it  is  a ridicu- 
lous anomaly  that  the  assessment  rolls  show  no  material  change 
year  after  year.  Such  a condition  is  contradictory  in  the  ex- 
treme and  misleading,  and  although  attributable  possibly  to  a 
variety  of  causes,  the  main  reason  seems  to  me  to  be  a faulty 
system  of  assessing  and  collecting  taxes,  and  I believe  it  im- 
proper to  discriminate  as  to  the  nature  of  property  assessed, 
The  profits  of  the  mines  should  be  assessed,  whenever  it  is  pos- 
sible to  state  them  and,  although  I am  opposed  to  arbitrary 
assessments  to  a degree  affecting  the  encouragement,  healthy 
growth  and  perpetuation  of  the  mining  industry,  yeti  can  <ee 
no  good  reason  why  dividends  or  other  profits  resulting  from 
the  mining  of  precious  metals  in  Arizona,  and  distributed  in 
other  parts  of  the  country  should  not  contribute  something  to 
the  revenue  of  the  Territory.  There  should  be  no  disposition 

to  evade  the  full  taxation  of  cattle  ranging  over  the  untaxed 
public  domain;  all  kinds  cf  property  should' bear  their  proper 
proportion  of  the  burdens  of  government,  and  I am  convinced 
that  if  all  the  property  of  the  Territory  were  taxed,  and  at  a 
proper  valuation,  that  each  individual  taxpayer  who  pays 
any  taxes  would  pay  less  than  he  now  does,  iur  assessment 
rolls  would  show  seventy-five  or  eighty  millions  of  dollars  worth 
. taxable  property,  instead  of  the  present  valuation  of  twenty - 
\ mi  j0ns>  our  public  credit  would  be  more  firmly  estab- 
lished, and  our  condition  better  understood  and  appreciated. 
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The  plan  at  present  in  operation  of  a low  valuation  and  high 
tax  rate  is  injurious  and  misleading,  and  works  incalculable 
harm  to  the  Territory  in  keeping  away  capital  that  would 
otherwise  come  for  investment. 

Notwithstanding  that  Arizona  is  really  in  an  exceptionally 
prosperous  condition,  our  financial  status  requires  more  explan- 
ation in  order  to  be  properly  understood  abroad  than  all  of 
the  other  Territorial  interests  combined. 

I recommend  that  a levy  of  50  cents  on  the  $>100  be  author- 
ized, providing  the  same  is  necessary  in  order  to  meet  the  ex- 
penses of  government  payable  out  of  the  general  fund.  Of 
course  so  high  a levy  will  not  be  necessary  nor  be  made  if  the 
taxable  property  of  the  Territory  increases  under  an  improved 
system  of  assessments,  as  I confidently  believe  it  will,  but  the 
ability  to  comply  with  the  law  should  not  be  denied.  The 
general  fund  liabilities  can  also  be  reduced  by  requiring  special 
tax  levies  for  the  specific  interest  charges  now  paid  out  of  the 
general  fund. 

When  the  Funding  law  of  Congress  was  originally  passed, 
in  June,  1890,  it  was  contemplated  that  the  bonds  woulc  be 
sold  before  the  end  of  the  year,  and  all  of  the  existing  fundable 
indebtedness  provided  for  thereby,  and  that  subsequently  no 
new  indebtedness  should  be  created.  The  wording  of  tne  law 
was  such  as  to  only  make  it  applicable  to  the  indebtedness  hav- 
ing accrued  prior  to  December  31,  1890.  As  you  are  aware 
the  bonds  were  not  finally  sold  until  a few  months  ago,  and 
the  proceeds  applied  as  authorized.  The  floating  indebtedness 
which  has  accrued  since  December  31,  1890,  which  represents 
the  excess  of  disbursements  over  receipts,  must  be  met  by  tax ■ 
ation.  It  is  believed  by  many  that  sufficient  tax  levies  should 
have  been  made  in  1891,  and  subsequently  to  date,  to  carry 
on  the  government  on  a cash  basis,  but  such  levies  were  not 
made,  and  the  floating  Territorial  indebtedness  which  has 
accrued  since  that  time  is  evidenced  by  10  per  cent,  bearing 
warrants,  as  stated  in  the  Treasurer's  report.  It  was  suggested 
that  as  it  was  impossible  to  sell  the  bonds  and  make  che  Fund- 
ing law  operative  as  soon  as  contemplated  in  the  Act,  that 
Congress  should  be  requested  to  extend  the  provisions  of  the 
law  so  as  to  cover  the  floating  indebtedness  which  has  accrued 
since  December  31,  1890.  This  proposition,  however,  con- 
flicted with  the  question  of  Statehood  and  was  abandoned. 

I trust  that  you  will  give  careful  attention  to  the  financial 
matters  of  the  Territory,  as  I believe  they  outweigh  in  import- 
ance all  other  subjects  before  you  for  consideration. 
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"THE  FUNDING  RAW  OF  1890. 

Although  the  Act  of  Congress  authorizing  the  funding  of 
the  Territorial  debt  was  approved  June  25,  1890,  the  bonds 
were  not  finally  sold  until  August,  1892,  and  the  proceeds  from 
their  sale  were  not  available  until  December  of  the  same  year 
■ — about  two  month  ago — since  which  time  the  Treasurer  and 
Auditor  have  been  actively  at  work  complying  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  and  adjusting  Territorial  finances  in  accord- 
ance therewith. 

As  you  are  no  doubt  advised,  much  difficulty  was  en- 
countered in  disposing  of  the  bonds,  owing  to  the  misapprehen- 
sion which  has  prevailed  in  eastern  money  centers  as  to  the 
financial  condition  of  the  Territory.  A sale  was  partially  ef- 
fected in  March  1892,  at  97  cents,  which,  after  a long  con- 
troversy and  the  passage  of  a supplemental  Act  by  Congress, 
fell  through.  Several  trips  had  to  be  made  east  by  Governor 
John  N.  Irwin,  Treasurer  William  Christy,  and  myself,  until 
a final  sale  wras  effected  at  par,  after  the  most  careful  and  ex- 
haustive investigation  by  the  purchasers,  which,  in  itself,  is  a 
complete  vindication  of  the  Territorial  credit  and  its  stability 
financially.  Considerable  labor  and  expense,  however,  was 
necessary  in  order  to  complete  the  sale.  The  bonds  were  re- 
quired to  be  re-engraved  several  times  to  comply  with  the  sup- 
plemental law  and  technical  objections,  raised  by  investors, 
and  much  clerical  labor  has  been  employed,  but  withal  the 
gross  expense,  according  to  the  reports  of  the  Auditor  and 
Treasurer,  amounts  to  less  than  1 per  cent,  of  the  value  of  the. 
bonds  sold. 

The  annual  saving  in  interest  at  present  under  the  operation 
of  the  Funding  law  amounts  to  $32,872.36,  and  more  will  be 
saved  as  securities  mature  and  are  funded.  The  Territory  is 
to  be  congratulated  upon  an  exceptionally  beneficial  financial 
transaction. 

The  reports  of  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  show  the  nature 
of  the  expenses  incurred  in  connection  with  the  bonds,  and 
disposition  made  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale,  and  the  records 
and  proceedings  in  detail  of  the  Eoan  Commission  are  ready  for 
examination  at  any  time  hy  a committee  of  your  honorable 
body. 


EDUCATIONAL 

TERRITORIAL  UNIVERSITY. 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Hon- 
orable Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  Arizona,  which  I 
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commend  to  your  careful  consideration.  The  report  is  excep- 
tionally comprehensive,  and  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  in- 
stitution and  its  managers. 

Nothing  appeals  with  greater  effect  to  the  approbation  of 
civilized  communities  than  educational  advantages  of  a high 
order.  The  University  of  Arizona  compares  favorably  with 
other  institutions  similar  in  character  throughout  the  States  of 
the  Union.  It  is  thoroughly  equipped,  and  is  conducted  by 
learned  and  experienced  educators. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Regents  is  so  complete  as  to  mat- 
ters of  detail  in  regard  to  the  construction,  history  and  man- 
agement of  the  University , and  the  facts  presented  are  so  cre- 
ditable to  the  Territory,  I recommend  that  a considerable  num 
ber  of  these  reports  be  printed  for  general  distribution. 

I concur  with  the  recommendations  and  suggestions  for 
legislation  made  by  the  Board. 

NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

The  Normal  School  of  the  Territory  at  Tempe  is  a highly 
creditable  and  deserving  educational  institution,  and  is  popu- 
lar with  the  people.  The  capacity  of  the  building,  however, 
is  insufficient  to  accommodate  the  large  number  of  pupils  now 
there,  and  as  the  necessities  in  this  respect  are  constantly 
growing,  I recommend  that  such  legislation  be  had  (if  author- 
ity of  law  exists  therefor)  as  will  provide  for  the  enlargement 
of  the  Normal  School  building. 

I submit  herewith  the  report  of  Prof.  E.  L.  Storment,  prin- 
cipal of  the  school,  and  the  report  of  Hon.  A.  J.  Halbert.  Sec- 
retary  of  the  Board  of  Education,  for  your  favorable  consider- 
ation. 

COMMON  SCHOOLS. 

Our  common  school  system  needs  no  laudation;  its  thorough 
e xcellence  is  a reason  for  pride  and  congratulation,  and  has 
great  effect  in  commending  the  Territory  to  the  approving  at- 
tention of  the  older  communities  of  the  country. 

In  regard  to  legislation  for  our  public  schools,  I invite  your 
attention  to  the  suggestions  contained  in  the  report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  submitted  herewith. 


TERRITORIAL  PRISON. 

The  Territorial  Prison  at  Yuma  is  a very  expensive  institu- 
tion,, and  vexatious  to-  manage  successfully  and  economically 
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under  existing  law.  Some  means  should  be  devised  whereby 
convict  labor  can  be  utilized  in  contributing  to  the  economy  of 
the  prison,  and  if  a different  locality  satisfactory  to  the  people, 
more  centrally  situated  in  the  Territory,  presenting  greater 
advantages  for  utilizing  prison  labor  without  directly  com- 
peting with  industrious  free  citizens,  and  where  heme  pro- 
ducts and  meichandise  can  economical^  receive  the  preference 
in  supplying  and  maintaining  the  institution,  can  be  found, 
then  the  prison  should  be  moved.  In  my  judgment,  better 
prison  buildings  can  be  constructed  elsewhere  for  less  than  the 
present  gross  expense  of  running  the  penitentiary  one  year.  I 
recommend  that  you  carefully  investigate  this  subject. 

The  law  now  permits  contracting  the  labor  of  the  convicts, 
but  requires  the  work  done  by  them  to  be  within  the  prison 
walls.  This  should  be  changed. 

I suggest  careful  revision  of  the  law  regulating  the  man- 
agement of  the  institution,  especially  in  regard  to  the  number 
of  guards,  the  manner  of  appointment  and  salaries  of  the  em- 
ployes, aHd  the  jurisdiction  and  responsibility  of  the  efficeis  of 
the  prison;  the  Warden  or  Superintendent  should  have  un- 
divided authority  over  all  subordinate  officers,  so  far  as  direct- 
ing, them  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties;  there  should  be  no 
divided  responsibility,  occasioning  conflict  of  authority  be- 
tween the  Superintendent  and  Assistant  Superintendent.  I 
believe  it  would  promote  and  preserve  better  discipline  if  the 
Assistant  Superintendent  or  Turnkey  were  entirely  subject  to 
the  orders  of  the  Superintendent.  In  my  judgment  a thorough 
investigation  of  prison  affairs  by  a committee  of  yrour  honor- 
able body  would  be  beneficial. 

I submit  for  your  information  and  consideration  the  reporls 
of  the  Superintendent  and  Board  of  Directors.  The  Superin- 
tendent's report  is  very  exhaustive  and  instructive^  and  gives 
the  history  of  the  institution  from  its  establishment  to  eate. 
The  detailed  information  contained  in  the  report  is  very 
thorough,  and  I commend  it  for  publication. 

I wish  to  compliment  the  present  officers  of  the  institution 
for  the  manner  in  which  the  prison  has  been  conducted,  not- 
withstanding the  restrictions  of  the  present  laws. 


INSANE  ASYLUM. 

The  reports  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Insane  Asy- 
lum and  the  Superintendent  thereof,  herewith  submitted,  ex- 
plain fully  matters  necessary  for  your  attention  in  connection 
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with  the  institution.  I concur  with  the  recommendations  of 
the  honorable  Board  of  Directors,  and  respectfully  urge  your 
careful  consideration  thereof. 

Under  the  present  management  the  asylum  and  its  sur- 
roundings have  been  very  materially  improved.  From  little 
more  than  a desert  the  farm  has  attained  an  advanced  degree 
of  cultivation,  presents  a fine  appearance,  and  now  contributes 
considerably  towards  the  support  of  the  institution. 

I think  it  a proper  question  for  the  consideration  of  a commit- 
tee appointed  by  you  whether  or  not  the  acreage  is  too  large 
for  economical  management  by  the  officers  and  labor  supplied 
by  the  asylum. 

Dr.  Miller,  the  Superintendent  in  charge,  is  entitled  to  credit 
for  the  thorough  and  able  manner  in  which  he  has  performed 
his  duties,  and  I commend  his  suggestions  in  relation  to  the 
improvements  in  his  judgment  necessary. 

From  personal  observation,  as  well  as  from  the  reports  of 
the  officers,  I am  convinced  that  in  order  to  protect  and  pre- 
serve Territorial  property,  it  is  cleaily  in  the  interest  of  wise 
economy  that  provision  be  at  once  made  by  you  to  improve  the 
foundation  of  the  asylum  building,  repair  the  ceilings,  and  for 
proper  sewerage,  and  lighting  and  watering  the  institution,  and 
I earhestly  approve  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors in  this  respect. 

I believe  that  the  Insane  Asylum  of  Arizona  should  not  be 
affected  by  partisan  interests,  and  that  when  capable  and 
worthy  officials  are  employed  they  should  be  retained  in  office 
during  good  behavior  and  proper  attention  to  the  interests  of 
the  people,  regardless  of  their  political  faith. 


* railroads. 

I submit  for  your  consideration  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  without  further  comment  than  that  I 
think  the  Commissioners  have  performed  their  labors  in  a very 
creditable  manner,  in  view  of  the  limited  scope  afforded  them  by 
law,  and  I recommend  that  their  authority  be  either  extended 
or  the  Commission  abolished.  . 

I have  no  specific  recommendations  to  make  as  to  legislation 
affecting  railroads,  except  that  their  construction  should  be 
encouraged  under  suitable  limitations,  wherever  it  is  clear  that 
the  material  interests  of  the  Territory  are  advanced  thereby. 
The  right  to  regulate  and  control,  however,  wherever  the  peo- 
ple’s interests  are  concerned,  should  be  carefully  preserved  to 
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the  State,  and  suitable  safeguards  should  be  maintained  in  re- 
gard to  questions  of  taxation. 

It  has  been  suggested  to  me  that  the  running  of  mixed 
trains  should  be  prohibited  by  law,  especially  where  the  popu- 
lation of  communities  served  by  railroads  is  considerable;  that 
passenger  and  freight  trains  should  run  separately,  thereby 
securing  a greater  degree  of  safety,  and  better  service.  I recom- 
mend the  investigation  of  this  subject  by  committee. 


EXEMPTION  FROM  TAXATION  TO  ENCOURAGE 
THE  CONSTRUCTION  OF  RAILROADS. 

In  my  judgment  encouragement  of  this  kind  should  be 
granted,  properly  limited,  wherever  a majority  of  the  taxpayers 
desire  it,  but  I deem  it  unwise  to  exempt  for  too  long  a time, 
or  without  requiring  the  approval  of  the  taxpayeis  residing  in 
the  counties  through  which  the  proposed  exempted  read  is  to 
pass,  by  ballot  at  an  election  held  for  that  purpose,  to  the  end 
that  the  responsibility  may  be  fairly  divided  between  the  Legis- 
lators and  the  people.  The  legislation,  if  had,  should  be  clear 
and  explicit,  plain  of  construction,  and  free  from  ambiguities. 
Laws  of  this  kind  should  not  be  hastily  drawn  nor  of  doubtful 
•interpretation. 


HIGH  LICENSE. 

I recommend  the  passage  of  a “High  License”  law,  regulat- 
ing the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors;  and  that  women  be  pro- 
hibited from  singing,  plaj  ing  musical  instruments,  or  other- 
wise soliciting,  inviting  or  attracting  patronage  in  public 
saloons,  and  that  women  be  prohibited  by  law,  under  suitable 
penalties,  from  visiting  and  drinking  in  saloons.  I do  not  be- 
lieve that  prohibition  prohibits,  but  that  high  license,  if  a suf- 
ficiently high  limit  is  fixed,  will  have  a tendency  to  lessen 
drinking  and  improve  the  character  of  the  saloons,  without 
decreasing  the  revenue. 


GAMBLING. 

I recommend  the  repeal  of  the  law  now  on  our  statute  books 
licensing  gambling  and  games  of  chance,  and  that  statutory 
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provision  for  “local  option”  upon  such  subjects  with  authority 
to  fix  penalties,  be  substituted  therefor,  so  that  communities 
may  have  power  to  regulate  such  matters  locally.  It  is  stated 
by  many  who  generally  approve  this  recommendation  that  the 
country  is  still  too  new  and  the  time  is  not  ripe  for  an  innova- 
tion of  this  kind,  and  that  it  will  decrease  the  revenue  for  edu- 
cational purposes.  I respectfully  submit  that  the  law  in  re- 
gard to  gambling  now  on  our  statute  books  conflicts  with  every 
principle  of  enlightenment  and  moral  progress,  letards  desir- 
able immigration,  and  blemishes  the  good  name  of  Arizona. 
A moral  anomaly  is  presented  in  promoting  the  education  of 
our  youth  by  the  help  of  revenue  derived  from  the  protection  of 
practices  generally  unlawful  and  prohibited. 

Prohibitive  law  will  be  inoperative  if  not  concurred  in  by 
the  majority,  and  legislation  in  advance  of  public  opinion  will 
naturally  fail  of  execution,  although  it  may  be  right.  It  is 
not  proper,  however,  that  a minority  of  the  people  be  allowed 
to  control  such  questions,  and  therefore,  in  my  judgment,  such 
legislation  should  be  had  as  will  permit  the  majority  in  locali- 
ties to  control  their  own  affairs  in  this  respect.  All  things  con- 
sidered, I earnestly  recommend  the  repeal  of  the  obnoxious 
law  referred  to,  and  that  appropriate  restrictive  legislation  be 
substituted. 


WORLD’S  FAIR. 

The  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  President  of  the  Board  of 
World’s  Fair  Managers  are  herewith  submitted  and  are  self- 
explanatory.  The  bonds  of  the  Territory  for  exhibition  pur- 
poses were  sold  at  a premium,  which  is  a reason  for  congratu- 
lation. A great  deal  of  preparatory  work  has  been  accom- 
plished. and  it  is  believed  that  a very  creditable  exhibit  from 
Arizona  will  be  properly  installed  in  Chicago  before  the  formal 
opening  of  the  Exposition. 

I recommend  that  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Managers  be 
examined  by  committee,  with  a view  of  determining  whether 
further  legislation  in  the  Territory  is  necessary  or  would  be 
beneficial. 


LIVE  STOCK  SANITARY  COMMISSION. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  reports  and  communications  ac- 
companying this  message,  the  Commission  has  been  active 
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during  the  year  in  protecting  and  promoting  the  live  stock  in- 
terests of  the  Territory.  I recommend  that  the  question  be 
investigated  by  committee  as  to  whether  or  not  the  expense  of 
maintaining  the  Commission  and  office  of  Veterinary  Surgeon 
is  compensated  by  beneficial  results.  The  stock  interests  have 
suffered  very  materially  in  the  Territory  during  the  past  year 
(although  not  from  epidemic  or  other  diseases),  and  any  legis- 
lation directly  affecting  the  cattle  industry  should  not  be  had 
against  the  protests  of  those  taxpayers  most  interested. 


CAPITOT  SITE. 

The  grounds  selected  for  the  Capitol  site  at  Phoenix  have 
been  thoroughly  improved  and  beautified,  and  in  >my  judg- 
ment the  money  appropriated  therefor  has  been  judiciously 
expended.  The  commissioners  have  shown  an  active  and 
worthy  interest,  and  the  foreman  in  charge  of  the  grounds  has 
proven  himself  a very  skillful  and  deserving  workman.  The 
site  is  now  very  attractive  and  a credit  to  the  Territory,  and  I 
recommend  continued  legislative  encouragement. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  when  rendered  will  be  sub- 
mitted for  your  consideration,  and  no  doubt  the  recommenda- 
tions made  will  deserve  approval. 


NEW  COUNTIES. 

Whenever  it  appears  that  a majority  of  the  taxpayers  in  any 
county  of  the  Territory  desire  the  county  divided,  and  it  is 
clear  that  a more  economical  administration  cf  governmental 
affairs  can  be  secured  by  division  and  the  creation  of  new' 
counties,  I believe  it  would  be  proper  legislation  to  provide  for 
county  division  in  compliance  wfith  the  wishes  of  the  people, 
but  the  question  should  be  investigated  carefully  before  action, 
not  only  as  to  how  it  would  affect  the  property  rights  of  the 
citizens  directly  interested,  but  as  to  the  change  it  would  make 
m Territorial  legislative  representation.

^The  report  of  the  Adjutant -General  herewith  will  inform  you 
of  the  condition  of  the  militia  of  Arizona.  The  Territory  nov/ 
has  a very  creditable  body  of  citizen-soldiery,  consisting  of 
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eleven  fully  equipped  companies,  and  remarkable  proficiency 
has  been  attained  in  drill,  discipline  and  other  military  knowl- 
edge. The  very  best  young  men  of  the  Territory  comprise  the 
militia,  and  they  deserve  the  encouragement  and  support  of 
the  people.  The  services  of  the  citizen-soldiers  in  cases  of 
riots  and  other  serious  disturbances  throughout  the  country  in 
late  } ears  have  taught  strong  object-lessons  as  to  the  propriety 
of  maintaining  militia  organizations.  As  the  general  govern- 
ment provides  the  arms,  clothing  and  equipments,  it  is  cer- 
tainly not  improper  to  recommend  that  the  Territorial  Legis- 
lature provide  for  defraying  the  expense  of  annual  encamp- 
ments and  other  requirements  of  the  organization.  It  is 
proper,  too,  that  provision  be  made  for  defraying  the  expenses 
of  calling  out  and  supplying  the  militia  in  cases  of  emergency. 
Suitable  appropriation  should  be  available  for  use  by  the  ex- 
ecutive in  meeting  extraordinaiy  expenses,  should  the  services 
of  the  militia  become  necessary  in  protecting  the  property  and 
lives  of  the  people.  As  the  law  now  stands,  the  militia  can- 
not be  utilized  to  protect  public  interests,  because  no  provision 
exists  for  supplying  or  maintaining  the  troops  while  in  serv- 
ice. no  matter  how  serious  the  conditions  are. 

I recommend  the  amendment  of  Sec.  n of  Article  2 of  the 
Military  Code  of  Arizona,  in  reference  to  “calling  out”  the 
militia.  Also  Sec.  2 of  Article  3 should  be  so  amended  as  to 
authorize  the  election  of  commissioned  officers  by  a majority 
vote  instead  of  a “two  thirds”  majority,  as  is  now  required. 


ENFRANCHISING  WOMEN. 

If  I believed  it  an  appropriate  question  upon  which  to  legis- 
late at  this  time,  I should  certainly  recommend  that  a law  be 
passed  extending  to  women  in  Arizona  the  full  privileges  of 
American  citizenship,  including  the  right  to  vote,  lo  me 
seems  to  be  no  logical  argument  that  can  be  sustained 
against  the  rights  of  women  in  this  respect.  The  question  of 
expediency  may  be  raised;  also,  it  may  be  declared  that  a 
majority  of  the  woman  of  Arizona  do  net  desire  the  privilege, 
and  would  not  exercise  it  if  it  were  conferred.  The  principles 
involved,  however,  remains  unshaken,  and  I am  convinced 
that  the' higher  intelligence  of  the  country  is  rapidly  cr}  s- 
tallizing  in  favor  of  female  suffrage. 

As  the  law,  if  passed,  to  become  permanently  effective  will 
have  to  be  embodied  in  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Arizona,, 
it  is  probably  best  to  defer  action  until  a constitution  is 
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framed.  However,  I recommend  the  question  to  your  earnes 
consideration. 


REFORMATORY  FOR  VICIOUS  YOUTH  OF  BOTH 

SEXES. 

I believe  such  an  institution  is  a growing  necessity  in  the 
Territory,  and  should  be  provided.  At  present  there  is  no 
place  in  Arizona  where  youthful  offenders  may  be  placed,  save 
in  the  jail  or  penitentiary.  To  place  a young  boy  in  the  com- 
pany of  old  and  hardened  criminals  is  an  offense  scarcelv  less 
than  a crime.-  Manjr  who  have  not  proper  care  at  home,  and 
who  are  incorrigible  and  bad,  can,  under  the  softening  in- 
fluences of  such  an  institution  as  the  one  prayed  for,  be  turned 
into  the  ways  of  better  living.  It  is  far  better  and  cheaper  to  pre- 
vent crime  than  to  punish  criminals,  and  a reformatory 
for  youthful  offenders  is  a great  preventative  of  gross  offenses. 

While  I have  previously  stated  that  economy  in  public  ex- 
penditures is  necessary,  and  I doubt  if  any  authority  of  law 
for  an  appropi iation  for  this  purpose  exists,  yet  the  needs  of 
Society  must  be  met  for  the  protection  of  the  people,  and  pub- 
lic institutions  should  be  provided  in  keeping  with  Territorial 
progress  and  requirements. 


CITY  IMPROVEMENTS. 

I recommend  the  passage  of  a general  law  authorizing  the 
proper  officers  of  incorporated  cities-  to  tax  property  for  street 
improvements,  sidewalks,  etc.,  the  tax  to  be  levied,  assessed 
and  collected  upon  the  reality  situated  along  the  street  im- 
proved. 


BANKING  LAW. 

. * rec°fflinend  the  passage  of  a general  banking  law,  regulat- 
ing. taxation  and  other  appropriate  subjects  for  legislation  not 
prejudicial  to  private  rights,  pertaining  to  banking  institutions 
m the  Territory,  national  and  private,  and  the  creation  there- 
under of  a commission,  to  consist  of  three  persons,  to  be  desur- 
taated  as  -the  -Board  °f  Bank  Commissioners  of  Arizona  with 
their  duties,  jurisdiction  and  authority  defined  by  statute. 
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law  regulating  the  practice  of  medicine. 

I recommend  the  passage  of  a law  creating  a State  or  Terri- 
torial Board  of  Health,  to  consist  of  such  number  of  reputable 
physicians  of  recognized  ability  as  the  Legislature  may  pre- 
scribe, and  providing  that  said  board  shall  thoroughly  ex^ 
amine’  and  certify  to  the  qualifications,  and  fitness  of  all 
physicians  licensed  to  practice  medicine  in  Arizona,  and  also 
examine  and  license  all  pharmacists  dispensing  drugs  within  the 
Territory , and  perform  such  other  appropriate  duties  as  may 
be  defined  by  the  law  creating  the  board  and  regulating  the 
practice  of  medicine  in  Arizona. 


INDIANS, 

The  propriety  of  passing  a law  prohibiting  the  possession. of 
fire  arms  by  Indians  when  off  their  reservations,  and  authoriz- 
ing the  officers  of  the  Territory  to  disarm  them  and  confiscate 
the  arms  and  ammunition  found  upon  their  persons,  has  been 
suggested  to  me.  I hesitate  to  make  a specific  recommenda- 
tion  on  the  subject,  because  such  a law,  if  passed,  would  re- 
quire to  be  carefully  and  discreetly  executed  in  order  to  be 
effective  and  beneficial,  and  might  involve  a conflict  between 
Federal  and  Territorial  authority,  and  perhaps  cause,  instead 
of  prevent,  trouble  with  the  Indians.  Yet  the  suggestion  is 
worthy  of  your  consideration;  and  some  action  should  certainly 
be  taken  to  prevent  armed  bodies  of  Indians  riding  over  the 
country,  as  has  been  the  case  lately  in  Noithern  Arizona  near 
the  Navajo  reservation.  I believe  that  the  attention  of  the 
o-eneral  government  should  at  least  be  called  to  this  matter 
most  earnestly  by  memorial  or  resolution.  I believe  also 
that  the  amount  appropriated  for  rewards  should  be  increased, 
so  that  if  deemed  necessary  the  Executive  can  have  power  to 
offer  larger  sums  for  the  arrest  or  destruction  of  Indian  rene- 
gades and  murderers. 


TRAMPS. 

Legislation  is  recommended  for  the  purpose  of  abating  the 
“tramp”  nuisance  along  the  main  lines  of  railway  in  the  Ter- 
ritory. Conductors  and  brakemen  should  be  created  special 
officers,  and  authorized  to  arrest  and  convey  tramps  to  the 
nearest  county  jail,  where  they  should  be  confined  at  hard 
labor.  If  compelled  to  work  when  caught  it  is  believed  that 
tramps  will  avoid  the  Territory. 
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SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PUBEIC  INSTRUCTION. 

I recommend  that  the  duties  of  that  office  be  extended  and 
specifically  defined,  and  that  the  compensation  of  the  superin- 
tendent be  fixed  at  such  a sum  as  will  enable  that  officer  to 
give  exclusive  attention  to  educational  matters;  otherwise  it 
would  be  better  to  abolish  the  office.  The  present  salary  of 
eight  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  no  provision  for  travel- 
ing or  other  expenses,  practically  prevents  efficient  service. 
The  affairs  of  the  office  during  the  past  two  years  have  been 
well  and  carefully  conducted,  considering  the  limitations  im- 
posed by  law. 


AUDITOR. 

The  pay  of  the  Territorial  Auditor  is  not  sufficient  for  the 
nature  of  the  services  required,  and  I recommend  that  the 
Auditor’s  salary  be  increased.  The  responsibilities  of  the 
office  are  heavy  and  growdng,  and  should  be  properly  compen- 
sated. One  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  no  provision  for 
the  contingent  expenses  of  his  office,  is  entirely  inadequate. 
You  may  consider  it  proper  to  extend  by  legislation  the  scope 
of  his  duties,  and  tequire  him  to  personally  audit  the  accounts 
and  examine  the  books  of  the  various  boards  and  bonded  offi- 
cials of  the  Territory,  which  action  I think  would  be  wise,  but 
he  should  be  properly  paid  for  his  work. 

The  present  Auditor,  Hon.  Thos.  Hughes,  has  been  a faith- 
ful and  efficient  public  servant,  and  I commend  to  your  con- 
sideration the  recommendations  contained  in  his  report  as  to 
taxation. 

The  Auditor  should  not  only  keep  his  office  at  the  capital  of 
the  Territory,  but  he  should  be  required  by  law  to  reside  where 
his  office  is  kept. 


TERRITORIAL  TREASURER. 

The  duties  of  the  Treasurer’s  office  have  been  exceptionally 
arduous  during  the  past  year,  on  account  of  complications  and 
increased  labor  arising  from  the  operation  uf  the  Act  of  Con- 
gress, authorizing  the  funding  of  the  Territorial  debt,  and  it  is 
largely  due  to  Treasurer  Wm.  Christy’s  efforts  and  business 
experience  that  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Territory  have  be- 
come very  much  improved.  The  people  of  Arizona  are  to  be 
congratulated  upon  the  manner  in  which  the  affairs  of  the 
Treasurer’s  office  have  been  conducted. 
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ATTORNEY  GENERAL. 

The  report  of  the  Attorney- General  is  herewith  submitted, 
and  your  attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  suggestions 
and  recommendations  made  therein.  The  duties  of  the  office 
have  been  discharged  with  ability  and  promptness,  and  the 
thanks  of  the  people  are  due  Hon.  Wm.  Herring  for  valuable 
services  rendered  as  the  legal  adviser  of  the  Territory. 

I do  not  think  the  present  salary  fixed  by  law  adequate  com- 
pensation for  the  duties  performed. 


REVISION  OF  THE  STATUTES, 

It  is  not  believed  that  further  codification  of  the  laws  of 
Arizona  is  necessary,  or  that  the  expense  thereof  can  be  justi- 
fied at  this  time;  but  many  crudities  in  the  statutes  should,  un- 
doubtedly be  corrected,  and  inconsistencies  of  the  “practice’' 
remedied.  As  there  are  among  your  number  several  able 
attorneys,  I suggest  that  a committee  be  appointed  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  session,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  prepare  amend- 
ments to  the  statutes,  and  recommend  and  report  to  your  hon- 
orable body  from  time  to  time  during  your  convention  such 
changes  in  the  code  as  are  deemed  necessary  and  proper. 


SUPREME  COURT  REPORTS. 

I recommend  that  you  make  provision  for  the  preparation 
and  publication  of  Volume  II  of  the  reports  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Arizona. 


territorial  library. 

I recommend  that  the  Judiciary  Committees  of  your  honor- 
able body  jointly  investigate  carefully  the  condition  of  the 
Territorial  library,  and  prepare  suitable  amendments  to  the 
law  regulating  the  care  and  maintenance  thereof.  Also  that 
suitable  appropriation  be  made  to  complete  the  different  sets  of 
State  reports,  and  procure  such  other  documents  as  are 
deemed  necessary  and  desirable. 
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INDEXING  THE  JOURNALS. 

I recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  to  pay  for  in- 
dexing the  journals  of  the  Seventeenth  Legislature.  The 
Federal  officers  are  not  authoiized  to  pay  for  indexing  jour- 
nals or  laws,  and  although  the  past  legislatures  of  Arizona 
have  appropriated  to  index  the  laws,  the  journals  have  been 
neglected  in  this  respect,  and  it  has  always  been  very  difficult 
to  find  the  record  of  any  bill  introduced  in  the  unindexed 
journals  as  printed.  I therefore  hope  that  a reasonable  amount 
will  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  suggested. 


BRIDGE  ACROSS  SALT  RIVER. 

I recommend  that  an  effort  be  made  to  secure  authority  to 
appropriate  for  abridge  across  the  Salt  River,  betwTeen  Phoenix 
and  Tempe,  as  asked  for  by  petition  of  the  people. 


GOOD  ROADS. 

I recommend  legislation  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the 
roads  of  the  Territory.  The  nature  of  the  legislation  desired 
will  be  suggested  during  the  session,  by  citizens  interested  in 
improving  the  public  highwa}  s. 


ARTESIAN  WATER. 

I believe  that  an  appropriate  subject  for  legislation  would 
be  the  devising  of  some  plan  to  encourage  the  development  of 
artesian  water  in  the  Territory,  and  the  offering  of  suitable 
pecuniary  inducement  therefor. 


ARISONA  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY. 

I submit  herewith  for  your  consideration  a communication 
from  Hon.  Chas.  D.  Poston,  President  of  the  Arizona  Histori- 
cal Society.  This  society  was  organized  and  incorporated 
some  time  ago,  and  a large  amount  of  data  and  valuable  in- 
formation relative  to  the  history  of  the  Territory  has  been 
compiled  by  President  Poston.  I think  the  organization 
should  be  encouraged  by  legislation,  and  suitable  provision  be 
made  to  insure  appropriate  publications  and  for  the  proper 
equipment  of  the  society. 
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STATEHOOD. 

I recommend  that  a joint  resolution  be  at  once  passed  and 
telegraphed  to  Washington,  urging  the  admission  of  Arizona 
as  a State. 

Attached  hereto  will  be  found  a list  of  pardons,  reprieves 
and  commutations  granted,  and  requisitions  for  extradition 
issued  and  honored,  and  rewards  offered  during  the  last  two 
years. 

In  conclusion  I assure  you  of  my  hearty  and  earnest  pur- 
pose to  aid  in  every  way  I can  your  labors  for  beneficial  legis- 
lation, and  trusting  that  our  relations,  official  and  social,  dur- 
ing the  session  will  prove  mutually  agreeable  and  pleasant, 
this  message  is  respectfully  submitted.

Pardoned  one  day  prior  to  the  expiration  of  sentence 
for  the  purpose  of  restoring  citizenship,  at  the  reqliest  of  Judge 
Wright,  who  tried  and  sentenced  him,  and  the  District  Attor- 
ney, J.  W.  Johnstone,  who  prosecuted  the  case. 

January  19,  1891,  Henry  Miller,  convicted  of  the  crime  of 
robbery,  in  Pinal  county,  in  1888,  and  sentenced  to  twelve 
years  imprisonment  in  the  Territorial  Prison.  Pardon  granted 
upon  recommendation  of  a large  number  of  reputable  citizens 
of  Pinal  county. 

May  16,  C.  C.  Chambers.  Pardoned  to  restore  citizenship. 
Pardon  to  take  effect  on  the  18th  day  of  May.  Term  would  have 
expiied  on  the  21st  of  May. 

May  16,  Julius  O.  Frier.  Term  of  sentence  would  have  ex- 
pired on  the  24th  of  May;  was  pardoned  to  restore  citizenship 
and  released  on  the  20th  of  May,  1891. 

May  16,  John  M.  Frier,  pardoned  to  restore  citizenship,  and 
released  on  May  20.  Sentence  would  have  expired  on  the  24th 
of  May,  1891 . 

June  1 5,  Cristobal  Castillo,  convicted  of  petit  larceny,  and 
sentenced  to  serve  a term  of  six  months  in  the  county  jail  at- 
Tombstone.  Pardoned  on  the  recommendation  of  Justice  who 
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passed  the  sentence,  and  the  prosecuting  witnesses  J.  Eieber- 
mann  & Co. 

June  29,  John  S.  Lavery,  pardoned  for  the  purpose  of  restor- 
ing citizenship,  Sentence  expired. 

June  30,  Ramon  Flores,  pardoned  for  the  purpose  of  restoring 
citizenship.  Took  effect  on  the  18th  day  of  July,  1891;  term 
w^uld  have  expired  on  the  21st  of  July. 

July  5,  C.  C.  Chambers,  pardoned  to  restore  citizenship. 
Sentence  expired. 

September  22,  Amorecio  Flores,  pardoned  for  the  purpose  of 
restoring  citizenship.  Sentence  expired. 

September  22,  Louis  Fisher,  pardoned  to  take  effect  on  the 
1st  day  of  October,  1891,  for  the  purpose  of  restoring  citizen- 
ship. Term  of  sentence  about  to  expire. 

September  22,  Francisco  Salazar.  Term  of  sentence  would 
have  expired  on  the  27th  of  September,  1891,  Pardoned  to 
take  effect  on  the  24th  inst. 

September  24,  M.  Fimbrez,  female  convict,  convicted  of  the 
crime  of  murder  in  the  county  of  Pima,  in  1889,  and  sentenced 
to  serve  a term  of  fifteen  years  in  the  Territorial  Prison.  Par- 
doned on  condition  that  she  leave  the  Territory  and  forever  re- 
main outside  its  limits. 

October  19,  Migual  Chacon,  convicted  of  grand  larceny  in 
Cochise  county,  in  1888,  and  sentenced  to  serve  a term  of  five 
years  in  the  Territorial  Prison.  Pardoned  at  request  of  Mexi- 
can Government. 

October  23,  J.  Higgins,  pardoned  to  restore  citizenship.  Term 
of  sentence  about  to  expire, 

October  23,  Joseph  A.  Lewis,  pardoned  for  the  purpose  of 
restoring  citizenship.  Term  of  sentence  about  1o  expire. 
Took  effect  October  17,  1891. 

February  25,  1892,  J.  N.  Warrell,  was  pardoned  for  the  pur- 
pose of  restoring  him  to  citizenship.  His  term  of  sentence 
would  have  expired  by  limitation  on  the  first  day  of  March, 
1891. 

February  25,  William  Brown,  pardoned  for  the  purpose  of 
restoring  citizenship,  and  released  eight  days  prior  to  the  term- 
ination of  his  sentence. 

February  29,  John  E.  Charlton,  convicted  of  the  crime  of 
petit  larceny,  in  Justice’s  Court  at  Tucson,  Pima  county,  and 
sentenced  to  serve  sixty  days  in  the  county  jail.  Pardoned 
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upon  petition  of  District  Attorney,  tlie  Justice  who  sentenced 
said  prisoner,  and  the  attorney  who  prosecuted  the  case. 

March  5,  Albert  Brown,  pardoned  for  the  purpose  of  restor- 
ing citizenship.  His  term  of  sentence  would  have  expired  on 
the  7th  of  March. 

March  10,  John  Kelly,  pardoned  on  his  application  to  be 
lestored  to  citizenship.  His  term  of  sentence  being  about  to 
expire. 

March  28.  Antonio  Vega,  pardoned  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
storing citizenship.  His  sentence  would  have  expired  on  June 
2,  1892. 

April  16,  B.  J.  Harkey,  convicted  of  the  crime  of  assault  to 
murder,  in  Graham  county,  served  a greater  portion  of  his 
sentence,  being  eight  years  in  the  Territorial  Prison,  and  par- 
doned upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Prison  Com- 
missioners. 

May  18,  Richard  Wood,  pardoned  for  the  purpose  of  restor- 
ing citizenship  on  being  released  from  prison. 

Granted  by  John  N.  Irwin,  Governor. 

January  23,  1891,  James  B.  Williams,  convicted  of  the  crime 
of  manslaughter,  and  sentenced  to  serve  a term  of  ten  years  in 
the  Territorial  Prison.  Pardoned  one  month  prior  to  the  ex- 
piration of  his  term  of  sentence,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
Judge  Pinney,  who  passed  sentence. 

January  29,  G.  H.  Smith,  sentenced  for  a term  of  two  and  a 
half  years  for  the  crime  of  forgery,  from  Yavapai  county.  Par- 
doned for  the  purpose  of  restoring  citizenship,  six  days  prior 
to  expiration  of  term. 

February  14,  John  S.  Miller,  convicted  of  the  crime  of  for- 
gery. in  Pinal  county,  in  April,  1890,  and  sentenced  for  one 
year.  Pardoned  at  request  of  Hon.  A.  J.  Doran  and  the  Board 
of  Prison  Commissioners,  for  the  purpose  of  restoring  citizen- 
ship. 

February  21,  Borenzo  Hernandez,  convicted  and  sentenced 
from  Graham  county  for  the  crime  of  assault  to  murder  in 
1884,  for  a term  of  ten  years.  Pardoned  one  month  prior  to 
the  expiration  of  his  term  of  imprisonment  to  restore  citizen- 
ship. 

February  28,  Thomas  Irving,  whose  term  of  imprisonment 
would  have  expired  by  limitation  on  the  6th  day  of  March, 
1891,  was  pardoned  at  the  request  of  a number  of  reputable 
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citizens  of  Yuma  county,  for  the  purpose  of  restoring  citizen- 
ship. 

March  io,  Crencio  Barila,  convicted  of  the  crime  of  grand 
larceny,  and  sentenced  to  a term  of  ten  years.  Pardoned  nine 
days  prior  to  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  sentence  for  the  pur- 
pose of  restoring  citizenship. 

March  12,  Harry  Gordon,  whose  term  of  imprisonment  would 
have  ended  on  the  13th  day  of  April,  1891,  was  pardoned  on 
March  12th  for  the  purpose  of  restoring  citizenship. 

April  3,  Wm.  Jose  Salazae,  pardoned  to  take  effect  on  the 
10th  of  April,  1891,  to  restore  citizenship.  Teim  of  imprison- 
ment would  have  expired  by  limitation  on  the  13th  of  April, 
1891. 

April  3,  Wm.  Fox,  whose  term  of  sentence  would  have  ex- 
pired on  the  13th  of  April,  1891,  was  pardoned  for  the  purpose 
of  restoring  citizenship.  Liberated  on  the  10th  day  of  April. 

April  3,  Bdward  M.  Dooley,  was  pardoned  to  be  released  on 
the  10th  day  of  April,  1891,  for  the  purpose  of  restoring  citizen- 
ship. His  term  of  sentence  would  have  expired  on  the  28th 
day  of  April,  1891. 

April  3,  Tirso  Gonzales,  was  pardoned  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
storing citizenship,  same  to  take  effect  on  the  10th  day  of 
April,  1891;  term  of  sentence  would  have  expired  on  the  14th 
of  April. 

May  5,  Francisco  Gomez,  pardoned  to  restore  citizenship. 
Same  to  take  effect  on  the  7th  day  of  May.  Sentence  would 
have  expired  on  the  nth  of  said  month. 

November  14,  Manuel  Lopez,  sentenced  to  serve  a term  of 
six  months  in  the  ccunty  jail  of  Maricopa  County.  Pardoned 
at  request  of  the  justice  who  passed  the  sentence,  and  the 
District  Attorney  who  prosecuted  the  case. 

November  19,  John  Smith/was  pardoned  for  the  purpose  of 
restoring  citizenship,  to  take  effect  cn  the  20th  of  November. 
Term  of  sentence  would  have  expired  on  the  26th  day  of 
November,  1891. 

December  12,  James  Monroe,  pardoned  for  the  purpose  of 
restoring  citizenship,  to  take  effect  on  the  23rd  of  December, 
1891,  Sentence  would  have  expired  on  the  31st  of  December, 
189.1. 

December  30,  1891,  John  Brice,  Hallie  Kent  and  Algie 
Robinson,  convicted  of  petit  larceny,  in  justice’s  court  in 
Phoenix  Precinct,  Maricopa  county,  on  December  12,  and  sen- 
tenced to  serve  a term  of  ninety  days  in  the  county  jail.  Par- 
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doned  upon  a petition  of  many  citizens  of  the  County  of  Mari- 
copa. 

January  15,  1892,  J.  A.  Johnson,  convicted  of  the  crime  of 
murder  in  Yavapai  county  in  1887  and  sentenced  to  be  hanged, 
which  sentence  was  commuted  by  ex- Governor  C.  Meyer

SPECIAL  MESSAGE: 

To  the  Honorable  Council  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
Seventeenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  Arizona : 

In  reference  to  the  matter  of  appropriation  now  being  con- 
sidered by  you,  it  seems  to  me  proper  to  say  that  I can  find  no 
authority  of  law  for  any  appropriation  which  you  may  desire 
to  make  not  contemplated  within  the  restrictions  of  the  Act  of 
Congress,  approved  July  30/1886,  known  as  the  Harrison 
Act,  which  restrictions  as  to  your  authority  in  this  connection 
are  contained  in  the  following  language  (Sec.  3):  That  no  law 
of  any  Territorial  Legislature  shall  authorize  any  debt  to  be 
contracted  by  or  on  behalf  of  such  Territory,  except  in  the 
following  cases:  To  meet  a casual  deficit  in  the  revenue,  to 
pay  the  interest  upon  the  Territorial  debt,  to  suppress  insurrec- 
tion, or  to  provide  for  the  public  defence,  except  that  in  addi- 
tion to  any  indebtedness  created  for  such  purposes  the  Legis- 
lature may  authorize  a loan  for  the  erection  of  penal,  charit- 
able or  educational  institutions  for  such  Territory,  if  the  total 
indebtedness  of  the  Territory  is  not  thereby  made  to  exceed 
one  per  centum  upon  the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property 
in  such  Territory  , as  shown  by  the  last  general  assessment  for 
taxation. 

That  you  have  authority  to  appropriate  to  meet  a casual 
deficit  in  the  revenues,  to  suppress  insurrections,  to  provide  for 
the  public  defence  or  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  Territorial  debt, 
there  can  be  no  question,  and  it  dees  not  seem  to  be  the  intent 
of  the  law  to  particularly  limit  the  amount  of  debt  you  may 
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create  for  such  purposes,  as  it  is  no  doubt  presumed  that  the 
sum  appropriated  will  be  governed  by  the  gravity  of  the 
emergency  involved,  the  law  also  confers  upon  you  power  to 
authorize  a loan  for  the  erection  of  penal,  charitable  or  educa- 
tional institutions,  if  the  total  indebtedness  of  the  Territory  is 
not  thereby  made  to  exceed  one  per  centum  of  the  assessed 
value  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  Territory,  but  not  other- 
wise, as  you  are  probably  aware  the  limit  of  Territorial  indebt- 
ness,  authorized  by  the  Act  of  Congress  referred  to,  has  long 
since  been  reached. 

In  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  June  25th,  1890,  known  as 
the  Funding  Act  of  Arizona,  the  indebtedness  of  the  Territory, 
counties  and  municipalities,  which  had  accrued  or  would  ac- 
crue prior  to  December  31st,  1890,  even  when  the  same  was  in 
excess  of  the  previously  prescribed  limit,  was  validified,  but 
the  Act  specifically  states  that  thereafter  December  31,  1890, 
no  warrants,  certificates,  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness, 
shall  be  allowed  to  issue  or  be  legal,  when  the  same  is  in  ex- 
cess of  the  limit  prescribed  by  the  Harriscn  Act.  It  seems 
perfectly  clear  to  me  that  under  the  law  you  have  no  authority 
whatever  to  appropriate  for  any  purpose  not  within  the  excep- 
tions of  the  law.  To  meet  a casual  deficit  in  the  revenue  re- 
quiied  to  carry  on  Government  and  maintain  public  institu- 
tions, it  is  certainly  proper  for  you  to  appropriate.  The  lan- 
guage of  the  law  authorizing  you  to  provide  for  the  public  de- 
fence, may  also  confer  power  upon  you  to  authorize  the  issuance 
of  rewards,  although  such  a construction  is  only  presumptive.  I 
am  aware  that  many  appropriations,  if  authority  of  lav/  existed 
therefor,  could  be  made  of  great  advantage  to  the  people;  in 
fact  several  of  them  appear  to  be  public  necessities  in  meeting 
the  demands  of  our  growing  civilization,  especially  those 
affecting  educational  and  penal  institutions,  yet,  in  my  judg- 
ment. they  cannot  be  legally  met  by  specific  appropriations  at 
this  time.  I am  constrained  to  submit  this  special  message 
because  of  appropriations  being  proposed  of  which  I have  been 
advised.  I respectfully  recommend  that  where  general  legis 
lation  is  clearly  desirable  to  you  making  the  expenditure  of 
money  necessary,  under  conditions  not  contemplated  and 
authorized  by  the  Harrison  Act,  that  you  provide  for  and 
authorize  an  increase  tax  levy  to  meet  said  expenditure,  instead 
of  appropriating  therefor. 

Congress  has  not  prohibited  the  people  of  Arizona  from  tax- 
ing themselves,  but  has  refused  them  authority  to  go  deeper  in 
debt  in  the  manner  stated.

To  the  Honorable  the  Territorial  Council: 

I respectfully  return  Council  Bill  No.  52,  entitled  an  “ Act 
for  the  relief  of  P,  R.  Brady,”  without  my  approval,  for  the 
following  reasons:  The  time  of  the  alleged  service,  for  which 

appropriation  is  now  presumed  to  be  asked,  is  stated  to  have 
been  in  the  years  1889  and  1890,  since  which  time  the  Six- 
teenth Legislature  of  Arizona,  of  which  the  beneficiary  of  the 
present  bill  was  a member,  held  its  session.  If  a law  were  at 
all  proper  or  necessary  for  the  purpose  set  out  in  this  Act,  it 
seems  strange  that  Legislative  cognizance  of  the  fact  has  not 
been  previously  taken. 

Upon  investigation,  however,  it  appears  that  Mr.  Brady’s 
title  to  the  office  of  Prison  Commissioner,  during  the  time  for 
which  he  now  asks  pay,  was  disputed,  and  that  he  was  dis- 
possessed by7  authority  of  law.  It  also  appears  that  one  of 
Mr.  Brady’s  associate  commissioners  subsequently  died  and 
the  other  absconded,  having  admittedly  misappropriated  a 
large  amount  of  Territorial  funds,  for  which  the  Board  of 
Prison  Commissioners  was  responsible.  Suit  was  instituted 
against  the  Piison  Commissioners  and  their  bondsmen,  Mr. 
Brady  being  included,  and  said  suit  has  not  yet  beep  satisfied 
nor  the  Territory  re-imbursed.  While  it  is  believed  that  Mr. 
Brady  acted  conscientiously , according  to  the  dictates  of  his  judg- 
ment, whether  he  was  lawfully  entitled  to  the  office  or  not; 
and  no  reflection  is  intended  to  be  cast  upon  his  personal  in- 
tegrity of  purpose,  yet  the  fact  remains  that  his  joint  legal 
responsibility  to  the  Territory,  with  his  associate  officials,  not- 
withstanding its  burdensome  nature,  has  never  been  discharg- 
ed, and,  therefore,  the  propriety  of  paying  money  to  him  on 
the  premises  stated,  before  the  Territory  has  been  re-imbursed, 
at  least  to  the  extent  of  his  liability,  can  well  be  disputed. 

This  is  clearly  a question  of  law  and  not  of  sentiment;  and 
even  though  it  be  Mr.  Brady’s  misfortune  and  not  his  fault 
that  these  conditions  have  resulted,  yet  the  purity  of  the  pub- 
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lie  service  demands  that  the  rights  of  the  Territory  in  such 
cases  be  zealously  guarded. 

I return  the  bill  without  my  approval,  for  the  further  reason 
that  if  Mr.  Brady  is  entitled  to  compensation  as  claimed,  upon 
legal  precedents  already  established  by  the  courts  of  the  Ter- 
ritory, authorizing  the  payment  of  claims  such  as  his,  and  his 
demand  can  be  justly  sustained  as  lawful,  he  can  be  paid 
without  further  legislative  enactment,  except  such  as  may  be 
embraced  in  the  regular  appropriation  bill  covering  the  Audi- 
tor’s certificate  of  indebtedness.  But  if  his  rights  in  the  mat- 
ter have  not  yet  been  legally  determined,  then  his  proper  re- 
course is  in  the  courts.

The  Special  Joint  committee  to  investigate  the  affairs  of  the 
Territorial  Worlds’  Fair  Columbian,  Exposition  Commissioners 
reported  as  follows: 

Your  committee  to  w hom  was  referred  the  matter  of  inves- 
tigating the  conduct,  expenditures  and  condition  of  the  affairs 
of  the  Territorial  Worlds’  Fair  Columbian  Commission  beg 
leave  to  report  that  they  have  examined  the  books,  accounts, 
and  reports  of  the  Commission  from  its  organization  to  date. 
The  Commission  consists  of  four  members,  who  were  appointed 
by  the  Governor;  the  two  gentlemen  Commissioners  appointed 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  the  two  lady  Com- 
missioners from  the  Territory  are  by  virtue  of  the  Act  of  the 
legislative  Assembly  creating  the  Commission  made  ex-officio 
members  of  the  Territorial  Commission  under  the  decision  of 
the  Commission;  however  the  lady  Commissioners  are  purely 
ex-officio,  without  power  or  voice  in  the  management  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Commission,  that  the  gentlemen  of  the  Board 
have  had  entire  control  of  the  finances  appropriated  by  the 
Territory  for  Exposition  purposes 

The  Act  of  the  Sixteenth  Legislative  Assembly  creating  the 
Commission  authorized  a loan  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  for 
the  purpose  of  the  Exposition.  Bonds  were  issued  in  that 
amount  in  pursuance  of  the  Act.  These  bonds  were  disposed 
of  at  a premium,  so  that  the  Commission  realized  Therefor  the 
sum  of  $30,885.  Of  this  amount  (he  Commission  generously  ? 
set  apart  the  sum  of  $500  to  be  expended  by  the  lady  Com  mis- 
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sioners  to  enable  the  women  of  the  Territory  to  make  a proper 
exhibit  of  the  bandy  work  in  art  and  otherwise  of  the  Territory, 
at  the  great  Columbian  Exposition. 

Your  committee  finds  from  its  examination  of  the  accounts, 
reports,  and  of  some  of.  the  Commissioners,  principally  its 
President  and  Secretary,  that  the  work  of  the  Commission  has 
been  well  done,  and  the  Commissioners  have  the  business 
committed  to  them  wrell  in  hand,  and  we  feel  that  we  may  say 
that  the  Territory  will  be  well  and  creditably  represented  at  the 
Exposition.  The  building  structures  in  which  the  Territory 
is  interested  on  the  Exposition  grounds  are  now  well-nigh 
completed,  and  will  soon  be  ready  to  receive  the  exhibits  of  the 
Territory. 

The  bonds,  accounts  and  reports  of  the  Commission  show 
that  when  the  exhibits  are  in  place  there  will  be  in  the  hands 
of  the  Commission  about  $1,1043  with  which  to  defray  the  fur- 
ther expenses  of  the  exhibit  of  the  Territory.  For  your  infor- 
mation we  hereto  append  a summary  statement  of  the  ex 
penditures  and  total  expenses  of  the  Commission,  on  account 
of  the  Exposition,  which  has  been  furnished  your  committee 
by  the  Secretary  and  President  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners. 

We  find  from  the  bank  statement  that  the  balance  shown  by 
the  report  of  the  Secretary  and  President  is  in  the  bank  to  the 
credit  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commission.  Many  of  the  couni  y 
Commissioners  have  become  personally  responsible  and  have 
given  bonds  for  the  safe  return  of  exhibits  placed  in  their  hands 
by  individuals,  which  will  necessarily  create  expense  to  such 
county  Commissioners,  to  meet  which  the  Territorial  Commis- 
sion seem  not  to  have  provided,  and  for  which  they  should 
have  made  or  should  make  some  provision. 

In  conclusion  we  have  to  say  that  while  the  expenditures  of 
the  Commission  have  been  large  they  all  appear  to  have  been 
necessarily  incurred,  and  your  committee  are  gratified  to  be 
able  to  report  that  in  our  judgement  the  Commissioners  have 
acted  wisely,  and  have  conducted  the  business  intrusted  to 
them  with  fidelity  to  their  trust  and  with  credit  to  themselves 
and  the  Terri torjo 

In  conclusion,  however,  we  feel  constrained  to  say  that  the 
estimate  of  future  expenditures  of  the  Commission,  as  they  ap- 
pear in  the  exhibit  hereto  annexed,  seem  to  us  very  liberal,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  upon  the  basis  of  the  estimation  there  will 
be  a deficiency  of  something  over  Two  Thousand  Dollars 
($2,000,),  and  of  the  further  fact  that  the  Commissioners  are 
asking  for  a further  appropriation.  We  submit  the  question 
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as  to  whether  or  not  there  should  be  a further  appropriation, 
to  your  good  judgment.

To  the  President  oj  the  Council  and  Speaker  of  the  House  of  the 

L eg  is  la  tive  A ssem  bly  : 

Gentlemen — Your  Joint  committee,  appointed  under  Coun- 
cil Joint  Resolution  No,  1,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the 
Territorial  Institutions  of  the  Territory  of  Arizona,  and  the 
offices  of  said  Territory,  beg  leave  to  report: 

NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

Said  committee  has  examined  the  Normal  School,  been 
through  the  buildings,  looked  over  the  grounds  and  apparatus 
pertaining  to  said  Normal  School,  and  find  that  said  school, 
located  at  Tempe,  is  a credit  to  the  Territory,  and  is  in  a pros- 
perous condition  but  very  much  overcrowded  with  students. 

We  find  that  the  present  accommodations  are  insufficient  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  present  attendance  and  that  the 
school  is  growing  all  the  time.  In  our  opinion,  it  is  therefor 
necessary  that  further  buildings  should  be  provided  for  the 
accommodations  and  better  management  of  said  institution. 
We  also  note  the  manner  of  conducting  said  School  by  the 
Principal  and  his  able  assistants,  and  commend  with  the  high- 
est praise  these  teachers,  for  the  excellent  manner  in  which 
they  are  at  present  conducting  the  same. 

This  institution,  by  a small  aid,  can  be  made  to  render  the 
Territory  very  great  good,  and  we  have  examined  the  bill  in- 
troduced by  Mr.  Smith,  of  Maricopa  county,  and  which  has 
passed  the  Council,  and  is  now  in  the  House,  and  we  earn- 
estly recommend  that  said  bill  be  passed. 

UNIVERSITY. 

The  committee  has  also  visited  the  University  of  Arizona, 
situated  at  Tucson,  and  we  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  say  that, 
in  our  opinion,  the  money  appropriated  by  the  Territory  for 
this  Institution,  and  by  the  General  Government,  has  been 
and  is  being  honestly  expended. 

Upon  an  examination  of  the  books  and  records  of  the  Board 
of  Regents,  we  find  that  they  are  well  kept,  and  we  have  only 
words  of  commendation  for  the  Chancellor  and  the  Regents, 
the  Deans  and  Professors  of  this  Institution,  for  the  manner  in 
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which  they  are  discharging  their  duties  and  we  congratulate 
the  people  of  the  Territory  that  there  is  at  present  one  public 
institution  which  is  and  always  has  been  free  from  charges  of 
corruption.  We  find  the  buildings  and  grounds  excellent  in 
every  particular.  Regarding  the  management  of  the  Institu- 
tion, we  however  recommend  that  there  should  be  either  a 
President  or  Chancellor  of  the  University,  who  should  be  a Pro- 
fessor and  have  charge  of  the  faculty,  under  the  Supervision 
of  the  Board  of  Regents,  and  with  that  end  in  view,  we  recom- 
mend that  the  Act  introduced  by  Mr.  Cheyney  be  passed,  as  it 
will  relieve  the  faculty  from  any  conflict  of  jurisdiction  or 
authority. 

The  present  Board  of  Regents  have  erected  and  constructed 
three  commodious  and  modern  residences  and  are  contemplating 
the  construction  of  a dormitory  for  accommodating  students 
from  a distance.  The  plan  of  this  dormitory  would  permit  of 
its  erection,  by  first  constructing  a part  thereof,  which  can 
afterwards,  as  exigences  may  require,  be  added  to. 

The  Regents  have  on  hand,  in  the  Territorial  Treasury, 
about  $6,500  and  that  much  more  would  enable  them  to  erect 
one  wing  of  this  dormitory,  which  will  answer  the  present 
needs  of  the  Institution.  We  therefore  recommend  that  an 
appropriation  of  $6,500  be  made  for  this  purpose. 

INSANE  ASYLUM. 

Said  committee  has  also  carefully  examined  the  Territorial 
Insane  Asylum,  the  buildings,  root,  and  the  various  wards 
pertaining  thereto,  as  well  as  the  grounds  and  farm  connected 
with  and  owned  by  the  Territory,  and  we  find  the  buildings 
are  very  much  out  of  repair. 

It  is  in  need  of  a foundation,  which  by  some  means  was  en- 
tirely overlooked  by  the  persons  who  constructed  said  build- 
ing. The  roof  is  also  in  very  bad  condition,  as  wTell  as  the 
ceilings  and  walls.  The  grounds  are  in  a nice  condition  and 
the  farm  and  orchard  seem  to  be  run  in  a very  good  manner. 
The  farm  at  present  is  being  run  mostly  by  the  aid  of  patients, 
who  prefer  doing  the  wTork  and  are  benefitted  therefrom,  and 
it  is  expected  that  the  same  will  shortly  produce  quite  a suffi- 
cient supply  of  vegetables  and  other  produce  to  supply  the 
wants  of  the  Institution.  The  Superintendent  has  showm  great 
industry  in  his  management  of  this  Institution,  and  we  take 
pleasure  in  commending  him  for  the  good  and  faithful  manner 
in  which  he  has  been  running  said  Institution.  We  also  call 
especial  attention  to  his  report  regarding  the  needs  of  the  In- 
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stitution,  and  the  necessary  repairs  required  upon  the  build* 
ings. 

Your  committee  has  carefully  considered  this  part  of  the 
Superintendent’s  report  and  agree  that  all  the  repairs  mention- 
ed by  him  are  necessary,  but  we  can  hardly  ascertain  the 
amount  that  will  be  required  to  make  such  repairs.  In  our 
opinion,  in  order  to  fully  repair  said  building,  and  put  it  in  the 
condition  in  which  it  ought  to  be,  it  would  probably  be  better 
to  erect  and  construct  a new  building,  but  as  this  would  be 
entirely  beyond  the  financial  condition  of  the  Territory,  we 
would  recommend  that  this  Legislative  Assembly  make  an  ap- 
propriation  of  a sum  sufficient  to  keep  said  building  from  fall- 
ing down,  and  answer  its  needs  for  the  next  two  years,  which 
we  think  should  not  be  less  than  $7,500,  for  putting  on  a new 
roof,  strengthening  the  foundation  and  repairing  the  ceillings 
and  walls,  and  for  general  repairs  of  the  entire  building. 

Your  committee  also  noticed  that  the  patients  were  well 
fed,  properly  clad,  and  generally  well  attended.  We,  how- 
ever, find  it  a habit  of  some  of  the  counties  to  send  indigent, 
as  well  as  insance  patients,  to  this  institution. 

The  special  attention  of  the  committee  was  called  to  this  fact 
by  the  Superintendent.  We  think,  under  the  existing  laws, 
that  it  is  not  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  keep  such 
patients  confined  in  said  Institution,  but  as  soon  as  he  finds 
the  patient  sane,  the  patient  should  be  discharged. 

territorial  prison. 

Regarding  this  Institution  your  committee  has  examined  the 
same,  together  with  the  books  and  records  thereof,  the  manner 
of  conducting  the  same,  and  report  as  follows: 

We  find  that  the  Territory  is  at  an  enormous  expense  in- 
maintaining  and  keeping  up  this  institution  and  at  a very  great 
expense  in  maintaining  the  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners,  and 
receive  slight,  if  any,  returns  for  the  expenses  incurred.  It  costs 
the  Territory  about  $2, 200  per  annum  to  maintain  this  Board,  for 
salaries  and  mileage  of  its  managers,  not  including  the  salary 
of  the  clerk.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  some  other  method 
of  auditing  the  accounts  of  prison  expenditures  should  be  de- 
vised. Prom  what  we  have  been  able  to  learn  by  a very  care- 
ful examination  of  the  minutes  of  the  Board  and  of  the  accounts 
of  the  Commissioners,  made  by  the  committee  and  the  expert, 
appointee  by  the  committee,  the  Commissioners  act  almost 
entirely  as  an  auditing  Board.  The  Prison  Commissioners 
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meet  quarterly  and  audit  the  bills  and  make  contracts  once  a 
year  for  supplies,  etc. 

There  seems  nothing  in  the  duties  performed  by  this  Board 
that  could  not  be  performed  by  the  Superintendent  or  the  per- 
son having  charge  of  the  Territorial  Prison.  The  bills  are 
audited  by  this  piesent  Board,  and  indeed  by  all  the  previous 
Boards  whenever  the  Superintendent  and  Secretarj  say  they 
are  correct.  They  are  neither  itemized  nor  sworn  to. 

The  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners  does  not  reside  at  the 
Prison,  are  there  only  a few  days  each  quarter,  and  have  no 
opportunity  of  watching  over  the  officers  of  the  prison,  and  as 
the  accounts  are  audited  in  the  manner  stated,  we  think  it  a 
useless  expenditure  of  money  to  pay  out  between  $2,000  and 
$3,000  a year  to  maintain  this  luxury.  It  seems  one 
which  the  Territory  cannot  afford.  We  further  find  that  the 
sessions  average  three  days  each.  For  this  each  Commissioner 
received  $125,  or  $41.66  per  day.  The  law  creating  this  Board 
evidently  did  not  contemplate  such  large  expenditures  to  the 
Territory.  As  it  provides  for  the  paying  of  any  member  of  the 
Board,  residing  in  a town  in  which  the  prison  is  situated,  or 
within  one  hundred  miles  thereof,  $5  per  day.  It  will  be  seen, 
however,  that  the  present  Commissioner,  who  resides  within 
less  than  one  hundred  miles  of  Yuma,  is  drawing  largely  in 
excess  of  this  amount,  to  which  he  is  entitled  by  law.  This 
will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  report  of  C.  W.  Culver,  annexed 
hereto.  We  recommend  that  the  proper  officers  of  the  Terri- 
tory take  legal  steps  against  this  Commissioner  and  his  bonds- 
men, to  recover  the  amount  that  has  been  illegally  drawn  by 
him  from  the  Treasury. 

The  Superintendent  should  be  given  full  power  over  this 
institution  and  all  prisoners  therein  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Governor,  with  authority  to  employ  and  discharge  any 
and  all  employes  of  the  prison,  for  upon  him  depends  the  good 
and  economical  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Prison. 

In  the  management  we  find  a direct  conflict  of  authority  be- 
tween the  Superintendent  and  Assistant  Superintendent.  We 
find  that  the  discipline  is  very  poor,  in  fact,  the  institution 
seems  to  be  run  almost  entirely  without  discipline.  The  As- 
sistant Superintendent  should  be  as  the  name  indicates,  a sub- 
ordinate to  the  Superintendent,  but  at  present  such  is  not  the 
case.  Prisoners  seem  to  do  and  act  in  abotit  any  manner  they 
please.  On  going  into  the  Prison,  we  find  little  stands  of 
trinkets,  canes,  onyx  fixtures,  etc.,  made  by  the  prisoners  and 
for  sale  to  visitors,  and  it  appeared  more  like  entering  a fair 
where  articles  are  kept  for  sale  than  a Territorial  Prison  The 
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prisoners  should  be  compelled  to  work  on  anything  that  they 
can  do,  and  everything  that  can  be  made  by  them  should  be 
taken  by  the  officers  of  the  prison  and  sold  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Territory.  We  recognize  the  importance  of  this  institu- 
tion having  a competent  physician  and  surgeon,  but  we  believe 
good  medical  attendance  can  be  had  for  $1200  per  annum,  and 
this  physician  should  have  charge  of  the  medicines  and  drugs, 
or  it  should  be  under  his  supervision  largely,  and  the  dispens- 
ing of  drugs  should  not,  in  our  opinion,  be  done  by  a prisoner 
under  life  sentence,  as  seems  to  be  the  case  al  present. 

The  expenses  of  guards  is  one  of  the  greatest  of  the  institu- 
tion. It  is  necessary,  however,  that  there  should  be  employed 
sufficient  guards  to  prevent  an  outbreak,  but  the  number  em- 
ployed, in  our  opinion,  should  not  txceed  one  guard  to  every 
twelve  prisoners,  and  the  guards  should  be  employed  by  the 
Superintendent. 

At  piesent  we  find  the  Superintendent  has  nothing  to  do 
with  the  employment  or  discharging  of  guards,  and  it  seems 
this  employment  is  more  a matter  of  favor  or  relationship  with 
the  Commissioners  than  for  the  welfare  of  the  institution.  The 
law  now  provides  that  the  Commissioners  shall  employ  a Sec- 
retary of  the  Prison  at  a salary  of  $900  per  annum,  and  that 
he  shall  also  act  as  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
while  in  session. 

The  law  evidently  contemplated  that  this  person  should  re- 
side at  the  Prison,  and  the  Territory  should  receive  his  services 
all  the  time.  The  law,  however,  has  not  been  complied  with. 

The  $900  which  is  paid  to  the  Secretary  is  now,  so  it  seems 
to  us,  and  has  been  heretofore,  paid  for  from  twenty  to  thirty 
days’  services  a year  to  him  who  acts  as  Secretary  of  the  Board 
only,  or  in  other  words,  he  is  clerk  of  the  Prison  in  name  only. 
While  the  real  book-keeper  and  clerk  of  the  Prison  is  a life 
prisoner,  who  is  a very  competent  and  capable  book-keeper, 
and  if  the  Prison  Board  was  not  in  existence,  nothing  would 
prevent  the  Superintendent  from  using  the  services  of  this 
or  some  other  competent  prisoner  to  do  his  clerical  work 
and  keep  his  books,  thus  saving  the  Territory  the  expense  of 
this  salary.  You  readily  see  the  injustice  that  is  done  this 
prisoner  in  the  present  management.  This  life  prisoner  works 
about  ten  hours  each  day  and  receives  nothing,  while  the  in- 
side prisoners  are  making  onyx  trinkets,  canes,  etc.,  and  are 
selling  the  same  for  their  own  benefit. 

The  committee  has  carefully  considered  the  question  of  the 
utilization  of  prison  labor  for  the  benefit  of  the  Territory.  It 
is  the  all  important  question  connected  with  the  institution. 
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We  have,  however,  been  unable  to  determine  upon  a method 
by  which  the  labor  could  be  made  of  much  benefit  to  the  Ter- 
ritory without  very  large  expenses  in  putting  in  machinery, 
which  the  Territory  at  this  time  cannot  afford.  The  present 
method  of  allowing  the  prisoners  to  benefit  by  what  they  do, 
we  do  not  consider  right.  We  feel  that  whatever  can  be  done 
snould  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  Territory.  We  find  that  one 
life  prisoner  during  the  present  management  of  the  Territorial 
Prison  was  released  and  turned  out  by  the  present  Superinten- 
dent on  a writ  of  habeas  corpus,  issued  by  the  Probate  Judge 
of  Yuma  county.  We  are  informed  from  the  evidence  taken 
that  the  writ  was  issued,  sent  to  the  prison,  and  the  Superin- 
tendent took  the  prisoner  before  the  said  officer,  and  the  pri- 
soner was  discharged  within  a very  few  minutes  without  giv- 
ing the  Superintendent  time,  to  notify  the  Attorney- General 
or  the  Governor  ol  what  was  being  done. 

This  action  of  the  Probate  Judge  was,  in  our  opinion,  un- 
warrantable and  without  any  authority  of  law,  and  the  Super- 
intendent  and  his  Assistants  should  have  resisted  said  illegal 
action,  and  should  have  refused  to  obey  the  hasty  mandate  of 
the  said  Probate  Judge, 

Your  committee  has  carefully  considered  an  Act  which  has 
been  prepared  by  the  committee  for  the  better  government  for 
the  Territorial  Prison,  and  which  has  been  introduced  in  the 
Council  by  Mr.  Doran  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  committee,  and 
we  recommend  that  said  Act  do  pass  with  all  speed  possible 
for,  in  our  opinion,  something  should  be  done  at  once  to  try  to 
curtail  the  very  great  expense  that  the  Territory  incurs  in 
maintaining  this  institution. 

The  money  paid  for  board  of  U.  S,  prisoners,  as  will  be  seen 
by  our  expert’s  report,  has  not  been  accounted  for.  We  re- 
commend that  the  Governor,  Auditor  or  Attorney- General  take 
legal  steps  to  recover  this  money  or  compel  the  same  to  be 
legalty  accounted  for. 

The  Prison  walls  of  adobe  are  becoming  dilapidated,  the 
plastering  is  falling  therefrom,  and  in  a short  time  the  walls 
will  suffer. 

In  our  opinion  all  necessary  repairs  to  the  building  and  walls 
can  and  should  be  made  by  prison  labor  at  the  commands 
of  the  Superintendent,  without  the  necessity  of  an  appropria- 
tion. The  Superintendent’s  office,  residence  and  mess  house, 
was  found  in  good  repair  and  well  kept. 
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TERRITORIAL  AUDITOR. 

Your  committee  has  examined  the  books,  records  and  ac- 
counts  of  the  Territorial  Auditor,  found  the  books  neatly  kept, 
the  records  carefully  preserved,  and  the  duties  are  being  prop- 
erly discharged.  We  are,  however,  of  the  opinion  that  the 
Auditor  of  the  Territory  should  reside  at  the  seat  of  govern- 
ment and  that  it  should  be  made  his  duty  in  addition  to  the 
duties  now  required  by  law  of  him,  to  audit,  check  up,  and 
settle  with  the  Territorial  Treasurer  every  three  months,  take 
up  the  canceled  vouchers  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  and 
give  him  a receipt  therefor,  and  count  the  cash  in  the  Treas- 
urer’s hands,  and  report  immediately  thereafter  to  the  Govern- 
or, so  that  the  people  of  the  Territory  may  know  where  their 
funds  are,  and  what  is  being  done  with  them.  To  that  end, 
your  Joint  committee,  lo  which  was  referred  C.  B.  No,  104,  re- 
port the  same  back  to  the  Ccuncil  with  the  recommendation 
that  it  do  pass. 

C.  W.  CULVER’S  REPORT  AS  EXPERT. 

To  the  Honorable  Investigating  Committee: 

Gentlemen — Your  expert  appointed  to  examine  the  books, 
papers  and  accounts  of  the  Territorial  Prison  begs  leave  to  re- 
port as  follows: 

I have  examined  the  books,  papers  and  accounts  of  the  Ter- 
ritorial Prison  at  Yuma  and  find  that  they  have  been  kept  in  a 
neat  and  business  like  manner  for  the  past  two  years,  since  Mr, 
Mclnernay  has  been  Superintendent, 

I find  that  A,  E.  Martin  has  overdrawn  his  acconnt  as  Terri- 
torial Prison  Commissioner  for  the  last  two  years  $896. 70  more 
than  the  law  allows.  Mr.  Martin  lives  87  miles  from  the  town 
of  Yuma,  and  the  law  distinctly  says,  Chapter  16,  Section 
1 1 7 1 , of  the  laws  of  Arizona,  1877,  that  a Prison  Commission- 
er living  within  one  hundred  (100),  miles  of  the  Territorial 
Prison  shall  not  receive  any  mileage,  and  shall  receive  but  five 
dollars  ($5.00),  per  day  for  the  actual  time  that  he  serves  at 
each  session  of  the  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners.

Commissioners  in  ttte  month  of  July,  1892,  prepared  and  issued 
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$1,500,000  of  five  per  cent.  Funding  Bonds  under  said  Acts, 
that  $800,000  of  said  bonds  were  sold  at  par,  and  that  the  re- 
mainder were  exchanged  for  Territorial,  county  and  other  in- 
debtedness at  their  face  value;  that  on  the  3rd  day  of  April, 
1893,  the  said  Loan  Commissioners  issued  and  sold  an  addi- 
tional $500, coo  of  said  Bends  at  a premium  of  $5,276.  The 
sale  of  these  last  bonds  at  par,  and  especially  the  last  issue  at 
a premium,  is  a very  flattering  vindication  of  Arizona’s  credit. 
It  is  evidence  that  capitalists  have  confidence  in  the  present 
and  future  financial  ability  of  the  Territory.  In  the  manage- 
ment and  disposition  of  these  bonds,  the  Commission  seems 
to  have  acted  with  care  and  used  good  judgment,  the  result  of 
which  insures  fulure  financial  prosperity  for  Arizona. 

We  find  that  the  expense  incurred  by  the  Loan  Commission- 
ers in  connection  with  the  sale  and  disposition  of  said  bonds,  to 
be  about  $14,500,  which  we  believe  to  be  very  reasonable, 
considering  the  many  difficulties  the  officials  had  to  contend 
with  in  effecting  the  sale. 

We  find  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  charged  and 
collected  fifteen  hundred  dollars  for  affixing  the  seal  of  the 
Territory  to  the  first  issue  of  bonds.  This  item  of  expense, 
together  with  the  payment  and  redemption  by  the  Territorial 
Treasurer  of  about  $17,500  of  the  indebtedness  of  School  Dis- 
trict No.  1,  in  Maricopa  county,  is,  in  the  opinion  of  some 
members  of  the  committee,  illegal,  and  not  justified  under  the 
Funding  Acts,  and  we  respectfully  refer  the  matter  to  the 
Attorney  General  for  his  investigation  jnd  opinion.

The  evident 
object  of  the  act  is  to  remove  the  license  from  tables  in  saloons 
and  hotels  where  no  charge  is  made  for  games;  it  is  under- 
stood, however,  that  the  loser  of  games  played  upon  the  bil- 
liard and  pool  tables  referred  to,  where  no  charge  is  made  for 
the  game  itself,  will  pay  for  the  drinks  at  the  bar  in  accord- 
ance with  the  number  of  games  lost,  and  in  that  way  an  indi- 
rect chaige  is  made  for  the  use  of  the  tables.  Billiard  and 
pool  tables  are  expensive  and  attractive  feature  in  public 
houses,  and  I see  no  good  reason  why  their  use  should  not 
be  licensed.  As  to  whether  or  not  the  price  per  quarter  now 
charged  is  excessive  I am  not  prepared  to  say.

To  the  Honorable  Council  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
Seveyiteenth  Legislative  Assembly  0/  Arizona: 

In  reference  to  the  matter  of  appropriations  now  being  con- 
sidered by  you,  it  seems  to  me  proper  to  say:  That  I can 
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find  no  authority  of  law  for  any  appropriation  which  you 
may  desire  to  make,  not  contemplated  within  the  restrictions 
of  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  July  30,  1886,  known  as  the 
“ Harrison  Act,”  which  restrictions  as  to  your  authority  in 
this  connection  are  contained  in  the  following  language  : 
“(Sec.  3.)  That  no  law  of  any  Territorial  Legislature  shall 
authorize  any  debt  to  be  contracted  by  or  on  behalf  of  such 
Territory,  except  in  the  following  cases:  To  meet  a casual 
deficit  in  the  revenues,  to  pay  the  interest  upon  the  Territorial 
debt,  to  suppress  insurrections,  or  to  provide  for  the  public 
defence,  except  that  in  additions  to  any  indebtedness  created 
for  such  purposes,  the  legislature  may  authorize  a loan  for  the 
erection  of  penal,  charitable  or  educational  institutions  for  such 
Territory,  if  the  total  indebtedness  of  the  Territory  is  not  there- 
by made  to  exceeed  one  per  centum  upon  the  assessed  value  of 
the  taxable  property  in  such  Territory,  as  shown  by  the  last 
general  assessment  for  taxation.” 

That  you  have  authority  to  appropriate  “to  meet  a casual 
deficit  in  the  revenue,”  “to  suppress  insurrections,”  “to  pro- 
vide for  the  public  defence,”  or  “to  pay  the  interest  on  the 
Territorial  debt,”  there  can  be  no  question;  and  it  does  not 
seem  to  be  the  intent  of  the  law  to  particularly  limit  the 
amount  ot  debt  you  may  create  for  such  purposes,  as  it  is  no 
doubt  presumed  that  the  sum  appropriated  will  be  governed  by 
the  gravity  of  the  emergency  involved.  The  law  also  confers 
upon  you  power  to  authorize  a loan  for  the  erection  of  penal, 
charitable  or  educational  institutions,  if  the  total  indebtness  of 
the  Territory  is  not  thereby  made  to  exceed  one  per  centum  of 
the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  Territory,  but 
not  otherwise. 

As  you  are  probably  aware,  the  limit  of  Territorial  indebt- 
ness, authorized  by  the  Act  of  Congress  referred  to,  has  long 
since  been  reached.  In  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  March 
25,  1890,  known  as  the  Funding  Act  of  Arizona,  the  indebted- 
ness of  the  Territory,  counties  and  municipalities,  which  had 
accrued  or  would  accrue  prior  to  December  31st,  1890,  even 
where  the  same  was  in  excess  of  the  previously  prescribed 
limit,  was  validified,  but  the  Act  specially  states  that  there- 
after (Dec.  31,  1890)  “no  warrants,  certificates  or  other  evi* 
deuces  of  indebtedness,  shall  be  allowed  to  issue  or  be  legal 
where  the  same  is  in  excess  of  the  limit  prescribed  by  the 
‘Harrison  Act.’  ” It  seems  perfectly  clear  to  me  that  under 
the  law  you  have  no  authority  whatever  to  appropriate  for  any 
purpose  not  within  the  exceptions  of  the  law.  “To  meet  a 
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casual  deficit  in  the  revenue,”  required  to  carry  on  Govern- 
ment and  maintain  public  institutions,  it  is  certainly  proper 
for  you  to  appropriate.  The  language  of  the  law  authorizing 
you  to  ‘‘provide  for  the  public  defence,”  may  also  confer  power 
upon  you  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  rewards,  although  such 
a construction  is  only  presumptive.  I am  aware  that  many 
appropriations,  if  authority  of  law  existed  therefor,  could  be 
made  of  great  advantage  to  the  people,  in  fact  several  of  them 
appear  to  be  public  necessities  in  meeting  the  demands  of  our 
growing  civilization,  especially  those  affecting  educational  and 
penal  institutions,  yet  in  my  judgment  they  can  not  be  legally 
met  by  specific  appropriations  at  this  time.  I am  constrained 
to  submit  this  special  message  because  of  appropriations  being 
proposed,  of  which  I have  been  advised.  I respectfully  re- 
commend that  where  general  legislation  is  clearly  desirable  to 
you,  making  the  expenditure  of  money  necessary  under  con- 
ditions not  contemplated  and  authorized  by  the  Harrison  Act, 
that  you  provide  for  and  authorize  an  increased  tax  levy  to 
meet  said  expenditure  instead  of  appropriating  therefor. 

Congress  has  not  prohibited  the  people  of  Arizona  from 
taxing  themselves,  but  has  refused  them  authority  to  go  deeper 
in  debt  in  the  manner  stated.

General  in  Section  2 of  the  bill.

I respectfully  return  without  my  approval  H,  B.  No.  32, 
entitled,  ‘‘An  act  to  amend  paragraph  1604,  Section  4,  and 
paragraph  1599,  Section  1,  of  Title  XXI,  Revised  Statutes  of 
Arizona,”  for  the  reason  that  Section  2 of  the  act  is  too  in- 
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definite  in  regard  to  what  constitutes  a man’s  “election”  to 
become  a citizen.  The  clause  in  the  Revised  Statutes  requir- 
ing that  an  oath  be  taken  to  support  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States,  also  the  requirement  that  the  intending  citizen 
declare  his  intention,  on  oath  before  a competent  court  of 
record,  being  repealed,  no  definition  remains  in  the  law  as  to 
what  is  required  of  a man  who  “elects”  to  become  a citizen. 
Section  2 of  this  act  only  lequires  a citizen  of  our  neighbor- 
ing republic  who  shall  have  elected  to  become  a citizen  of  the 
United  States,  under  treaties  ratified  in  1848  and  in  1854,  be- 
fore  the  Territorial  government  was  organized,  to  live  in  the 
Territory  one  year  next  preceding  an  election  in  order  to  have 
the  rights  of  franchise,  without  requiring  the  assumption  of 
any  further  obligation,  nor  the  renunciation  of  his  foreign 
allegiance,  which  would  seem  too  indefinite  and  not  sufficiently 
careful  of  an  American  citizen’s  most  sacred  privilege. 

If  the  intention  of  the  act  is  to  affirm  that  the  treaties  referred 
to  conferred  the  rights  of  citizenship  without  requiring  any 
further  oath  or  declaration  of  intention,  nor  oath  to  support  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States,  as  provided  in  Section  1599 
R,  S.,  then  it  seems  immaterial  whether  the  time  of  residence 
be  fixed  at  six  months  or  one  year,  and  the  act  would  only 
appear  to  be  restrictive  against  citizens  of  the  United  States 
who  desire  to  c to  Arizona  to  live. 


I believe  also  it  is  contrary  to  a wise  public  policy  and 
against  the  best  interests  of  our  growing  Territory  to  lequire  a 
3 ear’s  lesidence  in  Arizona,  instead  of  six  months,  of  citizens 
of  the  States  of  the  Union,  before  they  can  be  invested  with 
the  franchise.  The  Territory  needs,  and  is  receiving,  a good 
class  of  immigration  from  other  parts  of  the  United  States 
and  any  arbitrary  action  in  regard  to  the  privileges  of 
Citizenship  will  be  calculated  to  retard  our  progress.

The  special  joint  committee  to  investigate  the  Territorial 
Board  of  World’s  Fair  Commissioners  reported  as  follows: 

To  the  Honorable  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of 

Arizona: 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  inves- 
tigating the  conduct,  expenditures  and  condition  of  the  affairs 
of  the  Territorial  World’s  Columbian  Commission,  beg  leave 
to  report  that  we  have  examined  the  books,  accounts  and  re- 
ports of  the  Commission  from  its  organization  to  date.  The 
Commission  consists  of  four  members  who  were  appointed  by 
the  Governor,  the  two  gentlemen  Commissioners  appointed  by 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  the  two  national  lady 
Commissioners  from  the  Territory  are,  by  virtue  of  the  Act  of 
the  Legislative  Assembly  creating  the  Commission,  made  ex- 
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officio  members  of  the  Territorial  Commission,  under  the  de- 
cision of  the  Commission.  However,  the  lad}  Commissioners 
are  purely  ex-officio,  without  power  or  voice  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  affairs  of  the  Commission,  so  that  the  gentlemen 
of  the  Board  have  had  entire  control  of  the  finances  appropriat- 
ed by  the  Territory  for  exposition  purposes. 

The  Act  of  the  Sixteenth  Legislative  Assembly  creating  the 
Commission  authorized  a loan  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  for 
the  purpose  of  the  exposition,  bonds  were  issued  in  that 
amount  in  pursuance  of  the  Act.  Those  bonds  were  disposed 
of  at  a premium,  so  that  the  Commission  realized  therefor  the 
sum  of  $30,855.  Of  this  amount  the  Commission  generously 
(?)  set  apart  the  sum  of  $500  to  be  expended  by  the  lady  Com- 
missioners to  enable  the  women  of  the  Territory  to  make  a 
proper  exhibit  of  the  handiwork,  in  art  and  otherwise,  of  the 
Territory  at  the  great  Columbian  Exposition. 

Your  committee  finds  from  its  examination  of  the  accounts, 
reports,  ar.d  of  some  of  the  Commissioners,  principally  its 
President  and  Secretary,  that  the  work  of  the  Commission  has 
been  well  done,  and  the  Commissioners  have  the  business  com- 
mitted to  them  well  in  hand,  and  we  feel  that  we  may  say  that 
the  Territory  will  be  well  and  creditably  represented  at  the 
exposition,  the  building  structure  in  which  this  Territory  is  in- 
terested on  the  exposition  grounds  is  now  well  nigh  completed, 
and  will  soon  be  ready  to  receive  the  exhibits  of  the  Terri- 
tory. 

The  bonds,  accounts  and  reports  of  the  Commission  show 
that  when  the  exhibits  are  in  place,  there  will  be  in  the  hands 
of  the  Commission  about  $10,043  with  which  to  defray  the 
further  expenses  of  the  exhibits  of  the  Territory;  for  your  in- 
formation we  hereto  append  a summary  and  statement  of  the 
expenditures  and  estimate  of  total  expenses  of  the  Commis- 
sion on  account  of  the  exposition,  wdiich  has  been  furnished 
your  committee  by  the  Secretary  and  President  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners. 

We  find  from  the  bank  statement  that  the  balance  shown 
by  the  report  of  the  Secretary  and  President  is  in  the  bank  to 
the  credit  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commission.  Many  of  the 
county  Commissioners  have  become  personally  responsible  and 
have  given  bonds  for  the  safe  return  of  exhibits  placed  in  their 
hands  by  individuals,  which  will  necessarily  create  expense  to 
such  county  Commissioners;  to  meet  which  the  Territorial 
Commissioners  seem  not  to  have  provided,  and  for  which  they 
should  have  made  or  should  make  some  provision. 
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In  conclusion  we  have  to  say  that  while  the  expenditures  pf 
the  Commission  have  been  large,  they  all  appear  to  have  been 
necessarily  incurred,  and  your  committee  are  gratified  to  be 
able  to  report  that  in  our  judgment  the  Commissioners  have 
acted  wisely  and  have  conducted  the  business  intrusted  to 
them  with  fidelity  to  their  trust,  and  with  credit  to  themselves 
and  the  Territory. 

In  conclusion,  however,  we  feel  constrained  to  say  that  the 
estimate  of  future  expenditures  ot  the  Commission,  as  they 
appear  in  the  exhibit  hereto  annexed,  seem  to  us  very  liberal, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  upon  the  basis  of  the  estimation  there 
will  be  a deficiency  of  something  over  $2,000  and  of  the  fur- 
ther fact  that  the  Commissioners  are  asking  for  a further  ap- 
propriation, we  submit  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  there 
should  be  a further  apropriation,  to  your  good  judgment.

To  the  Honorable  the  Seventeenth  Legislative  Assembly. 

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  to  recommend  that  a “Fiscal 
Year”  be  defined  by  statute  for  Arizona.  Under  the  present 
custom  prevailing  here,  appropriations  are  made  to  cover  dis- 
bursements for  two  years  ending  Dec.  31st  of  the  second  year. 
As  the  Legislature  does  not  appropriate  until  the  close  of  its 
session,  usually  a full  quarter  of  a year  after  the  appropriations 
of  its  predecessor  have  been  exhausted;  no  revenue  is  avail- 
able for  necessary  disbursements  during  that  time.  The  Aud- 
itor is  barred  by  law  from  issuing  warrants  not  authorized  by 
appropriations.  While  subsequent  legislatures  always  appro- 
priate to  cover  time  not  previously  appropriated  for,  it  is  be- 
lieved that  it  would  be  to  the  best  interests  of  the  public  ser- 
vice and  save  possible  complications  if  a “Fiscal  Year”  to  end 
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subsequent  to  the  Legislative  session,  possibly  on  June  30th, 
on  which  date  the  Fiscal  Year  of  the  general  government  ends, 
were  defined  by  statute. 

If  a “Fiscal  Year’’  is  defined  to  end  on  June  30th,  then  it 
will  be  necessary  fcr  you  to  appropriate  at  the  present  session 
to  cover  the  time  between  Dec.  31st,  1892,  and  July  1st,  1895, 
after  which  date  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  retroactive  appro- 
priations, except  possibly  to  cover  deficiencies.  I respectfully 
suggest  that  in  consieering  this  recommendation  you  investi- 
gate as  to  whether  complications  are  likely  to  arise  in  counties 
on  account  of  disbursements  by  the  Boards  of  Supervisors,  be- 
cause of  Statutory  definition  of  the  Fiscal  Year.
